In the firtt place it appears that, since the year 1509^ (when it is 
generally supposed that the duration of Parliaments wa» extended 
beyond one year), only four Parliaments have existed^ beyond seven 
years, and that only eleven more have had a sexennial duration. 

In the second place, it is sufficiently evident thai, of the rest, only 
ten Parliaments have lasted above five yeart, onty six Parliaments 
above four, and five-above three-years. 

Thirdly t of the remaining number, only eleven existed above two years, 
and no less than thirty-seven for a shorte/ period. 

Lastly t it is certain that, one Parliament with another, die duration 
of each, since the reign of Henry V 1 1., dbes not exceed the space oC two 
years and about nine months^ even including tlie long Plirliament ia the 
reign of King Charles.!., aad the sdil longer one whKh his son retained 
in existence for the enonneua {Krtod of nearl}t seventeen lyears.

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THE SECRETARIES OF STATE. 

[ Until the reign of Henry Fill, there was only one Secretary of State ; and 
until the reign of Elizabeth, the Secretaries were never of the Privy 
Council. From the death of Queen Anne to the Rebellion of 1745, thert 
was a third Secretary for Scotland f and from 1768, to the loss of 
America, in 1782, there was one for the Colonies, which office was 
revived in 1804, in conjunction with the War Department, The depart' 
ments of tlie two Secretaries were, previous to 1782, divided into Northern 
and Southern, now styled the Home and Foreign Departments. From 1782 
until 1854 there were two, and sometimes three. Secretaries of State* 
In that year a fourth was added, in consequence ef the separation qf 
the Department of War from that of the Colonies, and in 1858 the 
creation of a Secretary of State for India increased the number to Jive, at 
which it now remains. With the Home Secretary, all grants, pardons, 
and regulations in civil matters of every kind, are made out and executed. 
To the Foreign Secretary belong all despatches to and from other courts^ 
and all business appertaining to the same. They have the custody qfthe 
privy signet, because the Queen's private letters are sealed with it. Thert 
are four Clerks of the Signet, who make out grants , patents, ^c. which havt 
the sign manual, to w/uch the Signet being added, it is a warrant to the 
Privy Seal, as the Privy Seal is a warrant to the Great Seal. The Paper 
Office belongs to the Secretaries of State, where all papers, letters, memo* 
rials, negotiations, Sfc, are deposited and preserved.']

THE LORD CHANCELLOR 

Keeps the Great Seal^ not to judge according to the common law, at other 
courts dOf but to dispense with such parts as seem in some eases to oppress 
the subject ; and to judae according to equity, conscience, and reason. 
Wherefore he is said to have two powers; one absolute, the other ordinary g 
the meaning of which is, he must observe the form of proceeding in other 
courts i yet, in his absolute power, he is not limited by the written lam, 
but in conscience and equity. He may issue writs of habeas corpus <U aU 
times. He has power to collate to all ecclesiastical benefices in the Queen's 
gift, rated under 20/. per annum in the Queen* s Books. His oath: — To 
do justice to all persons, poor and rich; the Queen truly to counsel, and 
to keep the Queeu*s counsel, and not to suffer the rights of the Crown to be 
any ways diminished, 

[The Lord Chancellor and Lord Keeper are the same in power and prece-' 
dence.

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THE ADMIRALTY, 

l^Tke power of the Lord High Admiral hathf since the reign oj Queen Jnne, 
been executed by commissioners. The statute of Charles IL ascertains his 
authority in these words : — " That the Lord High Admiral for the time 
being shall have full power and authority to grant commissions to inferior 
vice-admirals or commanders-in-chief of any squadrons of ships : to call and 
assemble courts martial, consisting of commanders and captains ; attd no 
courts martial, where pain of death shall be ir^icted, shall consist of less 
than Jive captains at leasts the Admiral's lieutenant to be, as to this pur-- 
pose, esteemed as a captain ; and in no case wherein sentence of death 
shall pass (by the articles for regulating the government of Her Majesty* s 
ships of war, or any of them), except mutiny, there shall be execution of 
such sentence without leave of the Lord High Admiral, if the offence be 
committed in narrow seas. But in case any rf the offences aforesaid be 
committed in any voyage beyond the narrow seas, then execution shall be 
done by order of the commander-in-chief," He appoints coroners to view 
dead bodies found on the coasts, and judges in the High Court of Admi" 
ralty. To him belong all fines and forfeitures qf all transgressions at sea, 
and at the sea shore ; and in ports, from the first bridge on rivers, to the 
seag goods of pirates, waif s, wrecks, Sre.^

An Act to amend the Law relating to Procedure at ParUamentary and 
Municipal Electiontm 

[18M Jw/y, 1872.] 
Wbbbbas it is expedient to amend the law relating to procedure at 
parliamentary and municipal elections : 

B% it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Mi^esty, by and with the 
advice and. consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
in this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : 

PART L— PARLIAMENTARY ELECTIONS. 

Pbooedube AT Elections. 

Nomination of Candidates for Parliamentary Elections, 

I. A candidate for election to serve in Parliament for a county or 
borough shall be nominated in writing. The writing shall be subscribed 
by two registered electors of such county or borough as proposer and 
seconder, and by eight other registered electors of the same county or 
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borough as assenting to the nomination, and shall be delirered during 
the time appointed for the election to the returning officer by the 
candidate himself, or hi^ proposer or seconder. 

If at the expiration of one hour after the time appointed for the 
election no more candidates totand nominated than there are yacancies 
to be filled up, the returning officer shall forthwith declare the candidates 
who may ^tand nominated to be elect<^d, and retam their names to the 
Clerk of the Crown in Chancery; but if at the expiration of sucb hoar 
more candidates stand nominated than there are Tacancies to be filled up» 
the returning officer shall adjourn the election and shall take a poll in 
manner in this Act mentioned. 

A candidate may, dnring the time appointed fb'r the election, but not 
afterwards, withdraw from his candidature by giving a notice to that 
effect, signed by hitaa, to the returning officer: Provided, that the 
proposer of a candidate nominated, in his absence out of the United 
Kingdom may withdraw such candidate by a written notice signed by 
him and delivered to the rettnning oAcer, together with a written 
declaratiOB of 'soch'flbstnce'of the candidate. 

If after the adjournment of an election by the returning officer for 
the purpose of taking a poll one of 'the candidates ndibinated shall die 
before the poll has commenced, the returning officer shall, upon being 
satisfied of the fact of such death, countermand notice of the poll, and 
all the - proceedings with reference to the election sfaitll be commenced 
afresh in all respects as if the writ had been received by the returning 
officer on the day on which proof was given to him of such death ; 
provided that no fresh nomination shall be nec^^^saiy in the case of a 
oandidatft wiia stood, nominated at the time of the countermand of the 
poll.

(2.) Forges Oir counterfeits or fraudulently de&ees or fraudulently 

destroys any ballot paper or the official mark on any ballot 

paper; or 
(3.) Widiout due authority supplies any ballot paper :to anypCTSon; 

or 
(4.) Fraudulently puts iatq Any baUot box any paper other than the 

ballot paper which he is authorised by law to put in; or 
(0.) Fraudulently Ukes oat of the polliag station «ny ballot paper; 

or 
(6.) Without due authority destroys, takes, opens, or otherwise 

^^terferes with any ballot box or packet of ballot papers then

«hall be gniUy of a miedemeanoc* and be liable, if he is a ipeUiming officer 
. or an oiicer or elevk in attendance at a polling station, tp imprisonment

«ix moQilloGi, with or without hard labour. 

Any attempt to oemmit any offenee specified in this aeotion shall be 

punishable in the mAnner in ^hioh the offence itself is punishable. 
In any indiotment or other prosecution for an offence in relation to the 

nomination papers, ballot bpxe^, ballot papers, and marking iostmm^xUs 

&t an election, the property in sueh papers- boxes, and instruments may 

be stated to be in the returning offieeor at sueh f»lection, as well as t^e 

property in the counterfoils. 

Infnngement <jf Secrecy, 

IV. £ve^ officer, clerk, and agent in attendance at a polling station 
^all ini^intain and aid in iiuaiiitaining the secrecy of the voting in such 
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■tatioD, and tball not eommnidette, except for some pnrpoee antihorigecl 
by law, before the poll is elosed, to any person any information as to the 
name or number on the register of Toters o{ any eleetor who has or has 
not applied for a ballot paper or Toted at that station, or as to the official 
mark, and no sneh official, elerk, or agent, and no person whosoever, 
shall interfers with or attempt to interfere with a Toter when marking 
his Tote, or otherwise attempt to obtain in the polling station informa- 
tion as to the candidate for whom any roter in snch station is about to 
Tote or has Toted, or communicate at any time to any person any 
information obtained in a polling station as to the candidate for whom 
any roter in such station is about to Tote or has roted, or as to the 
number on the back of the ballot paper given to any voter at snch 
station. Every officer, clerk, and agent in attendance at the counting 
of the votes shall maintain and aid in maintaining the secrecy of 
the voting, and shall not attempt to ascertain at such counting the 
number on the baek of any ballot paper, or communicate any information 
obtained at such counting as to the candidate for whom any vote is 
given in any particular ballot paper. No person shall directly or 
indirectly induce any voter to display his ballot paper after he shall 
have marked the same, so as to make known to any person the name of 
the candidate for or against whom he has so marked his vote. 

Every person who acts in contravention of the provisions of this 
section shall be liable, on summary conviction before two justices of the 
peace, to imprisonment for any term not exceeding six months, with or 
without hard labour. 

Amihdmixt ov Law. 
JHviaUm ofcvuntUi and boroughi into polling ditiricU, 

y. The local authority (as herein-after defined) of every county shall 
by order, as soon as may be practicable after Uie passing of this Act, 
divide such county into polling districts, and assign a polling place to 
each district, in such manner that, so far as is reasonably practicable, 
every elector resident in the county shall have a polling place within s 
distance not exceeding four miles from his residence, so, neverthelesa, 
that a polling district need not in any case be constituted containing leas 
than one hundred registered electors. 

The local authority (m herein-after defined) of every borough shall 
take into consideration the division of such borough into polling 
districts, and, if they think it desirable, by order, divide such borough 
into polling districts in sach manner as they may ^ink most convenient 
for taking the votes of the electors at a poll. 

The local authority of every county and borough shall, on or before 
the first day of May one thousand eight hundred and seventy- three, 
send to one of her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, to be laid 
by him before both Houses of Parliament, a copy of any order made 
by such authority in pursuance of this section, and a report, in such 
form as he may require, stating how far the provisions of this Act with 
respect to polling districts have been complied with in their county or 
borough ; and if they make any order after the first day of May one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy -three, with respect to polling 
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districts or polling places in their country or borough, they shall send a 
oopy of such order to the i|dd SfKSMUrj of SUate, to be laid by him 
litefore bot^ Houses of Parliament. 

The local authority of a eonnty or boeough in Uiis aeolioa means the 
.Authority hav4ug poorer to divide such county or borough into poUlpg 
diatriots under section thirty-fear of the Bepiesentation of the People 
Act, 1867, and any enaptmeats •amending that seotioa; and auch 
authority shall ezeroise the powejES theieby giren to them for the pqrpWs 
of this sectiim ; and the provieions of the said section as ^o the looal 
authority of a borough constituted by the :comhinatiQU of tmro prmore 
municipal boroughs shall apply to a borough constituted by the combina- 
tion of a mnniiypal hosongh and other places, whether mAnioipal boroughs 
or not; and in the case of a borough of which a town council is not the 
local authority, and whicfa is not wholly situate within one petty sessional 
diYision, the justioee of 4hc peace for 4he epun^y in whioh such borough

a county, a court of general sessions shall be aasembled within twenty- 
one days afiker the pAseiag lef this Aet, .and any efioh eourt may be 
iassMttbled «Dd a^outned ftom time to time for ihe pmyose. 

No election shall ^e questioned by reason of any non-complianee with 
this section or any informality rdative to polltng districts or poIHng 
places, and any order made by a locid authorfty in reflation to polling 
districts or polling places shall apply only to lists of voters made 
-eabsequently to its date, and to registers of- voters formed out of such 
lists, and to elections held i^ter the time at whieh a register of voters so 
fonned has come in^o force ; Prorided that wl^ere any such order is made 
between -the first day of July and the first day of November in any year, 
tind does not create any new ^i^i^ion between two' or more polling 
districts of any parish for "which a separate poor rate is or can be made, 
euch order shall i^pply to the register of Toters which comes into force 
next after such order is n?ade, and to elections held after that register so 
eomes into force ; and the clerk of the peace or town derk, as "Aie case 
may be, shall copy, print, and arrange the lists of voters for the purpose

yj. The returning officer at a parliamentary election may use, free pf 
charge, for the purpose of takinjif the poll at sudi election, a^iy room in 
a school receiving a grant out of moneys provided by Parliament, and 
any room the expense of maintaining which is payable out of any local 
rate, but he shall make Rood any damage done to such room, and defray 
any expense incurred by the person or body of persons, corporate 
or un incorporate, having control over the same on s^count of its being 
used for the purpose of* taking the poll as aforesaid. 

The usf of any ropin in an unoccupied house for the purpose of 
taking tl)e poll shall npt render any person liable to l^e rated or to pay 
any rat^ for such )iou|e.

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ConehuivemeMS o/Begigier of Voten. 

VII. At tny election for ft oounty or borough, a person shall not be 
entitled to vote unless his name is on the register of roten for the 
time being in force for such county or borough, and CTcry person whose 
nsme is on such register shall be entitled to demand and receive a ballot 
paper and to rote: ProTided that nothing in this section shall entitle 
any person to TOie who is prohibited from Toting by any statute, or by 
the common law of Parliament, or relieve such person from any penalties 
to which he may be liable for voting. 

DuTiBt ov Rbtubhiho ahd Elbctioh OmCBBS. 
Oeneral powen and duties of Returning Officer, 

YIII. Subject to the provisions of this Act, every returning ofiScer 
shall provide such nomination papers, polling stations, ballot boxes, 
ballot papers, stamping instruments, copies of register of voters, and 
other things, appoint and pay such officers, and do such other acts and 
things as may be necessaiy for effectually conducting an election in 
manner provided by this Act. 

All expenses properly incurred by any returning officer in carrying 
into effect the provisions of this Act, in the ease of any paiiiamentary 
election, shall be payable in the same manner as expenses incurred in 
the erection of polling booths at such election are by law payable. 

Where the sheriff is returning officer for more than one county as 
defined for the purpose of parliamentary elections, he may, without 
prejudice to any other power, by writing under his hand, appoint a fit 
person to be his deputy for all or any of the purposes relating to an 
election in any such county, and may, by himself or such deputy, 
exercise any powers and do any things which the returning officer is 
authorised or required to exercise or do in relation to such election. 
Every such deputy, and also any under sheriff, shall, in so far as he acts 
as returning officer, be deemed to be included in the term returning 
officer in the provisions of this Act relating to parliamentary elections, 
and the enactments with which this part of this Act is to be construed 
18 one. 

Keeping of Order in Station. 

IX. If any person misconducts himself in the polling ftation, or 
fails to obey tbe lawful orders of the presiding officer, he may immediately, 
by order of the presiding officer, be removed from the polling station by 
any constable in or near that station, or any other person authorised in 
writing by the returning officer to remove him; and the person so 
removed shall not, unless with the permission of the presiding officer, 
again be allowed to enter the polling station during the day. 

Any person so removed as aforesaid, if charged with the commission 
in such station of any offence, may be kept in custody until he can be 
brought before a justice of the peace. 

Provided that the powers conferred by this section shall not be 
exercised so as to prevent any elector who is otherwise entitled to vote at 
any polling station from having an opportunity of voting at such station 
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Powers of Prendmg Officer and Adnnnitiraiion qf OaihSt 4tc, 

X. For the purpose of the adjournment of the poll, and of every 
other enactment relating to the poll, a presiding officer shall have the 
power hy law helonging to a deputy returning officer; and any presiding^ 
officer and any clerk appointed hy the returning officer to attend at a polling 

•station shall have the power of asking the questions and administering- 
the oath authorised hy law to he asked of and administered to voters, 
and any justice of the peace and any returning officer may take and 
receive any declaration authorised hy this Act to he taken hefore him. 

LiaMUy of Officers for misconduct, 

XI. Every returning officer, presiding officer, and clerk who is guilty 
of any wilful misfeasance or any Wilful act or omission in contravention 
of this Act shall, in addition to any other penalty or liahility to which 
he may he subject, forfeit to any person aggrieved by such misfeasance, 
act, or omission a penal sum not exceeding one handred pounds. 

Section fifty of the Representation of the People Act, 1867, (which 
relates to the acting of any returning officer, or his partner or clerk, as 
agent for a candidate,) shall apply to any returning officer or officer 
appointed hy him in pursuance of this Act, and to his partner or clerk. 

MiSClLLANBOUS. 

Prohibition of Disclosure of Vote, 

XII. No person who has voted at an election shall, in any legal 
proceeding to question the election or return, be required to state for 
whom he has voted. 

Non-compliance with Rules, 

XIII. No election shall be declared invalid by reason of a non-com* 
pliance with the rules contained in the First Schedule to this Act, or 
any mistake in the use of the forms in the Second Schedule to this Act, 
if it appears to the tribunal having cognizance of the question that the 
election was conducted in accordance with the principles laid down in 
the body of this Act, and that such non-compliance or mistake did not 
affect the result of the election. 

Use of municipal Ballot boxes, Scfor Parliamentary Election, and 
vice versA. 

XIV. Where a parliamentary borough and municipal borough occupy 
the whole or any part of the same area, any ballot boxes or fittings for 
polling stations and compartments provided for such parliamentary 
borough or such municiptd borough may be used in any municipal or 
parliamentary election in such borough free of charge, and any damage 
other than reasonable wear and tear caused to the same shall be paid as 
part of the expenses of the election at which they are so used. 

Construction of Act, 

XV. This part of this Act shall, so far as is consistent with the 
tenor thereof, be construed as one with the enactments for the time being 
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in foree, relating to Uie representation of the people, and to the 
regietratioB of f>enon8 entitled to vote at tin election of Members to 
9inre in FarUanent, and with any en4c|9if nu otherwise rela^g tf> the 
subject matter «f this part of this Act, 9od terms used in this part of 
this Act shall have the same v&eaning as in the said enactments ; and in 
^nstruing the said enactments relating to an election or to the poll or 
taking the votes by poll, the mode of election and of taJking the poll 
•stablished by this Act shall for the purposes of the said enaotments be 
4eemed to be anbstitutad Axr the mode of election or poU, or ticking the 
votes by poll, referred to in the said enactments; and any peseon 
implying for a ballot paper under this Act shall be deemed '* to tender 
his vote,** or ** to aesnme to vote," wiihin the meaning of the said 
enactments ; and any application for a ballot paper ander this ^ct, or 
expressions relative ii^ereto, shall be equivalent to ** voting " in the ^aid 
enactments and any expressions relative thereto ; and the tenp ** polling 
booth '* as used in the said enactments shall be deemed to include a 
polling station; and the tprm ''proclamation" as used in the said 
enactments sh^ll be deemed to include a public notice given in pursuance 
of this Act.

AUeratioM for Application of Part I. to Scotland. 

XVI. This part of thi« Act ^haU i^pply to Scotland, subject to the 
following provisions ; — 

(I.) The expression ''crime and offence" shall be equivalent to 
the espreseion ^ enisdemeanor," and shall be suhstkutod

(2.) All offences under this Act for which any person nuay be paniihed 
on summary conviction shall be prosecutod before the sheriff 
under the provisions of *• The Summary Procedure Act, 1884;"

The ballot boxes, ballot papers, stamping instruments, an4 other 
requisites for a parliamentary election shall be provided and 
paid far in the same oMumer as {M»Uing rooms or booths nnder 
the fortieth section of the Aet, of the second and third years 
of the re^^ i4 lUng WUliam the Fourth, chapter sixty-five, 
intituled "An Act to amend the Bepresentation of the 
People in 6cptl«nd;" and the reasonable remuneration of 
pr^uding officer^, assistants, and clerks employed by the 
returning officer at such an election, and all other expenses 
properly incurre4 by the returning oflBcer, and by sheriff clerks, 
.and town clerks, jn carrying into e^ect the provisions of thia 
Act, shall be paid by the candidates ; provided always, that if 
any person shall be proiH^sed as a candidate without his 
fionse^ the person so proposing him shall be liable to defray 
}iis ^9Xfi qt ^U ^hosp ^x^enses in like manner as if he had 
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been • eandidate himself; provided also, that the fee to be paid 
to eaeh presiding officer shall in no case exceed the sam of 
three guineas per day, and the fee to be paid to each assistant 
to the returning officer shall not exceed two guineas per day, 
and the fee to be paid to each clerk shall not exceed on^ 
guinea per day.

AUerations for Application of Part I, to Ireland. 

XYIT. This part of this Act shall apply to Ireland, subject to the

The expression ** Clerk of the Grown in Chancery** shall mean 
the Clerk of the Crown and Hanaper in Ireland :

The said chairman and justices assembled at such general or 
quarter sessions holden next after the making of such resolution 
shall consider whether additional polling places are necessary, 
and if they are of such opinion they may, by an order to be 
made in like manner and subject to the same provisions as to 
the making, confirming, and taking effect of the same as are 
in this section contained in relation to orders to be made at 
special .sessions under the authority of the same, appoint such 
other places to be polling places as they shall think fit, and 
shall constitute polling districts for such polling places : 

(17.) No election shall be questioned by reason of any polling district 
not having been constituted in conformity with the provisions 
of this Act, or by reason of any informality relative to any 
polling district: 

(18.) When any day fixed for taking the poll at any election is the 
day fixed for the holding of the petty sessions court at any 
polling place, the court shall stand ipso facto adjourned till the 
next day, which shall in that case be. the legal day for holding 
the said court, and if that day be a Sunday or legal holiday, 
till the next day : 

(19.) The term *' the Lord Lieutenant" in this section shall mean the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland and the lords justices or other 
chief governors or governor of Ireland for the time being, and 
the term " chairman of quarter sessions " in this section shall 
include any person duly appointed to do the duty of saoh 
chairman during his sickness or absence. 

Amendment of Law as to Voting in Wards in certain Borouffht, 

XIX. Where the name of any person is required to be inserted in 
any list of voters for any ward of any city, town, or borough under the 
provisions of section seven of the Act passed in the session of 
Parliament held in the thirteenth and fourteenth years of the reign of 
Her present Majesty, chapter sixty-eight, as qualified in respect of any 
property qualification, or as the occupier of any lands, tenements, or 
hereditaments situate in whole or in part beyond the limits of such ward, 
then and in every such case the names so required to be inserted shall 
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be placed in alphabetical order in a separate part of such list to be styled 
** the list of rural or oat voters of such ward " and tbef property, lands, 
tenements, and hereditaments in respect of which such person is 
qualified as aforesaid shall for the purposes of the said Act and the Aeti 
amending the same, in relation to the providing of booths and compart- 
ments within each ward of any city, town, or borough, and the voting 
therein of persons entitled to vote in respect of any sueh qualifications 
aforesaid, be deemed to constitute a separate waid: Provided always 
that the name of any such person shall not be placed in such separate 
list if such person shall, in writing under his hand, object thereto, and if 
Buch objection is delivered to such clerk of the peace on or before the 
twenty-fifth day of August next preceding the making of such list nnder 
the provisions aforesaid, and in such case in relation to such person the 
provisions of this section shall not apply.

PART III.— PERSONATION. 

Definition and Punishment of Penonatian, 

XXIY. The following enactments shall be made witb respect to 
personation at parliamentary and municipal elections : 

A person shall for all purposes of the laws relating to parliamentary 
and municipal elections be deemed to be guilty of the offence of persona- 
tion who at an election for a county or borougb, or at a municipal 
election, applies for a ballot paper in the name of some other person, 
whether that name be that of a person living or dead or of a fictitious 
person, or who having voted once at any such election applies at the 
same election for a ballot paper in his own name. 

The offence of personation, or of aiding, abetting, counselling, or 
procuring the commission of the offence of personation by any person, 
shall be a felony, and any person convicted thereof shall be punished by 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding two years together with hard 
labour. It shall be the duty of the returning officer to institute a 
prosecution against any person whom he may believe to have been 
guilty of personation, or of aiding, abetting, counselhng, or procuring 
the commission of the offence of personation by any person, at the 
election for which he is returning officer, and the costs and expenses of 
the prosecutor and the witnesses in such case, together with com- 
pensation fur their trouble and loss of time, shall be allowed by the 
oourt in the same manner in which courts are empowered to allow the 
same in eases of felony. 

The provisions of the Registration Acts, speeified in the Third 
Schedule to this Act, shall in England and Ireland respectively apply to 
personation under this Act in the same manner as they apply to a 
person who knowingly personates and fiedsely assumes to vote in the 
name of another person as mentioned in the said Acts. 

The offence of personation shall be deemed to be a corrupt practice 
within the meaning of the Parliamentary Elections Act, 1868. 

If, on the trial of any election petition questioning the election or 
return for any county or borough, any candidate is found by the report of 
the judge by himself or his agents to have been guilty of personation, or 
by himself or hit agents to have aided, abetted, counselled, or procured

a»y person on his behalf, of bribery, treating, or nndue inflaence is 
rfispeet of a&y person who Toted iitfiHoh eleotion, or where any person 
vetained or employed for reward by or -on behalf ofsueh candidate for aU 
9f >any ofitbe<piirpoMS of such election, as agent, elerk^ messenger, or in 
any oth^ enployment, is proved on snoh trial to h«ve voted at such 
election, there shall, on a scrminy, be stmek dit from the number of 
votes appearing to have been given to such isandidste one vote for every 
person who voted at such election and is proved to. have been so bribed, 
treated, or unduly influenced, or so retained or employed for reward as 
aforesaid. 

Alterations in Act as applying to Scotland, 

XXVJ. This part of this Acttshall apply to Gotland, isnl^ecst toHbe

ProTided that this repeal shall notaffeet —

XXXITt. This Act may be cited as The Ballot Act, 1872, and shall 
continue in force till the thirty-first day of December one diousand eight 
hundred and eighty, and no longer, unless Parliament shall otherwise 
determine ; and on the said day the Acts in the fourth, fifth, and sixth, 
schedules shall be thereupon revived ; provided that such revival shall

Election. 
T. The returning otflcet shaff, in th* case of a> coinrty election, within 
two days after the day on which he leceives the writ, and in the case of a 
borough election, on the day on which he receives the writ or the 
following day, give public notice, between the hours of nine in the 
morning and four in the afremoon, of the day on wMch and the place at 
which he will proceed to an election, and of the time' appointed for the 
electioD, and of the day on which the poll will be taken in case the 
election is contested, and of the time and place at which forms of 
nomination papers may be obtained, and in the case of a county election 
shall send one of such notices by post, under cover, to ^e postmaster of 
the principal post office of each polling place in the county, endorsed 
with the words " Notice of election,* and the same shall be forwarded 
free of charge ; and the postmaster ivoeivini^ the same shaH forthwith

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pablish the same in Ifae maaner ia which post office notiees are nmally 
published. 

II. The day of election shall be fixed by the returning officer as 
follows : that is to say, in the ease of an election for a county or a dis- 
trict borough not later than the ninth day after the day on which he 
leceiTcs the writ, with an intenral of not less than three clear days 
between the day on which he giTcs the notice and the day of election ; 
and in the case of an election for any borongh other than a district 
borough not later than the fourth dsy after the day on which he receiTCS 
the writ, with an intenral of not less than two clear days between the day 
on which he giTcs the notice and the day of election. 

III. The place of election shall be a convenient room situate in the 
town in which such election wonld have been held if this Act had not 
passed, or where the election would not have been held in a town, then 
situate in snch town in the connty as the returning officer may from time 
to time determine as being in his opinion most conTcnient for ths 
electors. 

IV. The time appointed for the election shall be snch two hours 
between the hours of ten in the forenoon and three in the afternoon as 
may be appointed by the returning officer, and the returning officer shall 
attend during those two hours and for one hour after. 

v. Each candidate shall be nominated by a separate nomfnatioik 
paper, but the same electors or any of them may subscribe a a many 
nomination papers as there are vacancies to be filled, but no more. 

VI. Each candidate shall be described in the nomination paper in 
such manner as in the opinion of the returning officer is calculated to . 
•nfficiently identify such candidate ; the description shall include his 
names, his abode, and his rank, profession, or calling, and his snmame 
shall come first in the list of his names. No objection to a nomination 
paper on the ground of the description of the candidate therein being 
insufficient, or not being in compliance with this rule, shall be allowed 
or deemed valid, unless such objection is made by the returning officer, 
or by some other person, at or immediately after the time of the delivery 
of the nomination paper. 

YII. The returning officer shall supply a form of nomination paper 
to any registered elector requiring the same during such two hours as 
the returning officer may fix, between the hours of ten in the morning 
and two in the afternoon on each day intervening between tlie day on 
which notice of the election was given and the day of election, and 
during the time appointed for the election : but nothing in this Act shall 
render obligatory the use of a nomination paper supplied by the returning 
officer, so, however, that the paper be in the form prescribed by this Act. 

YIII. The nomination papers shall be delivered to the returning 
officer at the place of election during the time appointed for the election ; 
and the candidate nominated by each nomination paper, and his proposer 
and seconder, and one other person selected by the candidate, and no 
person other than aforesaid, shall, except for the purpose of assisting the 
returning officer, be entitled to attend the proceedings during the time 
appointed for the election. 

IX. If the election is contested the returning officer shall, as soon as 
practicable after adjourning the election, give public notice of the day oa 
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which the poll will be taken, and of the candidates described as in their 
respectiye nomination papers, and of the names of the persons who 
subscribe the nomination paper of each candidate, and of the order la 
which the names of the candidates will be printed in the baHot paper, 
and, in the case of an election for a connty, df'liver to the postmaster of 
the principal post office of the town in which is situate the piece of 
election a paper, signed by himself, containing the names of the candielat^s 
nominated, and stating the day on which the poll is to be taken, and the 
postmaster shall forward the information contained in such paper by 
telegraph, free of chargfe, te the several postal telegraph offices sitaate in 
the county for which the election is to be held, and such informatioa 
shall be published forthwith at each sach office in the manner in which 
post office notices are usually published. 

X. tf any candidate nominated daring the time appointed for the 
election is withdrawn in pursuance of this Act, the returning officer shall 
give public notice of the name of such candidate, and the names of the 
persons who subscribed the nomination paper of su0h candidate, as well 
as of the candidates who stood nominated or were elected. 

XI. The returning officer shall, on the nomination paper being 
delivered to him, forthwith publish notice of the name of the person 
nominated as a candidate, and of the names of bis proposer and seconder, 
by placarding or causing to be placarded the names of the candidate and 
his proposer cmd seconder in a conspicuous position outside the building 
in which the room is situate appointed for the election. 

XII. A person shall not be entitled to have his name inserted in any 
ballot paper as a candidate unless he has been nominated in manner 
provided by this Act, and every person whose nomination paper has been 
delivered to the returning officer during the time appointed' for the 
election shall be deemed to have been nominated in manner provided by 
this Act, unless objection be made to his nomination paper by the 
returning officer or some other person before the expiration of the time 
appointed for the election or within one hour afterwards. 

Xni. The returning bfflcer shall decide on the validity of every 
objection made to a nomination paper, and his decision, if disallowhig 
the objection, shall be final; but if allowing the crame, shall be subject to 
reversal on petition questioning the election or return. 

The Foil 
XIY. The poll shall take place on such day as the returning officer 
may appoiat, n€»t being in the case of an election for a county or a 
district borough less than two nor more than si3C clear days, and not 
being in the case of an election for a borough other than a district 
borough more than three dear days .after the day fiJced for the election. 

XV. At every polling place the returning officer shall provide a 
sufficient number of polling stations for the accommodation of the electors 
entitled to vote at such polling place and shall distribute the polling 
stations amongst those electors in such manner as he thinks most con- 
^eauent, provided that in a district borough there shall be at least one 
j^lUng station at etteh contributory place of such borough. 

XVI, Each polling station shaft be furnished with such number of 
oonpartments, in. whioh the voters can mark their votes sereened from 

W 8 
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•bserTation, as the retnrning officer thinks necessarj, so that at least one 
compartment be provided for every one hundred and fifty electors entitled 
to vote at socb polling station. 

XYII. A separate room or separate booth may contain a separate 
polling station, or scTeral polling stations may be constructed in the 
same room or booth. - 

XYJII. No person shall be admitted to vote at any polling station 
excep.t the one allotted to him. 

XIX. The returning officer shall give public notice of the situation 
of polling stations and the description of voters entitled to vote at each 
station, and of the mode in which electors are to vote. 

XX. The returning officer shall provide each polling station with 
materials for voters to mark the ballot papers, with instruments for 
stamping thereon the official mark, and with, copies of the register of 
voters, or such part thereof as contains the names of the voters allotted 
to vote at such station. He shall keep the official mark secret, and an 
interval of not less than seven years shall intervene 'between the use of 
the same official mark at elections for the same county or borough. 

XXI. The returning officer shall appoint a presiding officer to pre- 
side at each station, and the officer so appointed shall keep order at his 
station, shall regulate the number of electors to be admitted at a time, 
and shall exclude all other persons except the clerks, the agents of the 
candidates, and the constables on duty. 

XXII. Every ballot paper shall contam a list of the candidotes 
described as in their respective nomination papers, and arranged 
alphabetically in the order of their surnames, and (if there are two or 
more candidates with the same surname) of their other names : it shall 
be in the form set forth in the Second Schedule to this Act or as near 
thereto as cireumstanceB admit, and shall be capable of being folded 
up. 

XXIII. - Every ballot box shall be so constructed that the ballot 
papers can be introduced therein, but cannot be withdrawn therefrom, 
without the box being unlocked. The presiding officer at any polling 
station, just before the commencement of the poll, shall show the ballot 
box empty to such persons, if any, as may be present in such station, so 
that they may see that it is empty, and shall then lock it up, and place 
his seal upon it in such manner as to prevent its being opened without 
breaking such seal, and shall place it in his view for the receipt of ballot 
papers, and keep it so locked and sealed. 

XXIV. Immediately before a ballot paper is delivered to an elector^ 
it shall be marked on both sides with the official mark, either stamped 
or perforated, and the number, name, and description of the elector as 
stated in the copy of the register shall be called out, and the number of 
such elector shall be marked on the counterfoil, and a mark shall be 
placed in the register against the number of die elector, to denote tliat he 
has received a ballot paper, but without showing the particular ballot 
paper which he has received. 

XXY. The elector, on receiving the ballot paper, shall fonhwith 
proceed into one of the compartments in the polling station, and there 
mark his paper, and fold it up so as to conceal his vote, and shall then 
put his ballot paper, to folded up, into the ballot box ; he shall vote 
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without undue delay, and shall quit the polling station as soon as he 
has put his ballot paper into the ballot box. 

XXVI. The presiding officer, on the application of any voter who is 
incapacitated by blindness or other physical cause from noting in manner 
prescribed by this Act, or (if the poll be taken on Saturday) of any 
Toter who declares that he is of the Jewish persuasion, and objects on 
religious grounds to Tote in manner prescribed by this Act, or of any 
Toter who makes such a declaration as herein-after mentioned that he is 
unable to read, shall, in the presence of the agents of the candidates, 
cause the vote of such voter to be marked on a ballot paper in manner 
directed by such voter, and the ballot paper to be placed in the ballot box, 
and the name and number on the register of voters of every voter whose 
vote is marked in pursuance to this rule, and the reason why it is so 
marked, shall be entered on a list, in this Act called *' the list of votes 
marked by the presiding officer." 

The said declaration, in this Act referred to as *' the declaration of 
inability to read," shall be made by the voter at the time of polling, 
before the presiding officer, who shall attest it in the form herein- after 
mentioned, and no fee, stamp, or other payment shall be charged in 
respect of such declaration, and the said declaration shall be given to 
the presiding officer at the time of voting. 

XXVII. If a person, representing himself to be a particular elector 
named on the register, applies for a ballot paper after another person has 
voted as such elector, the applicant shall* upon duly answering the 
questions and taking the oath permitted by law to be asked of and to 
be administered to voters at the time of polling, be entitled to mark a 
ballot paper in the same manner as any other voter, but the ballot 
paper (in this Act called a tendered ballot paper) shall be of a colour 
differing from the other ballot papers, and instead of being put into the 
ballot box, shall be given to the presiding officer and endorsed by him 
with the name of the voter and his number in the register of voters, 
and set aside in a separate packet, and shall not be counted by the 
returning officer. And the name of the voter and his number on the 
register shall be entered on a list, in this Act called the tendered votes list. 

XXVIII. A voter who has inadvertently dealt with his ballot 
paper in such manner that it cannot be conveniently used as a ballot 
paper, may, on delivering to the presiding officer the ballot paper so 
inadvertently dealt with, and proving the fact of the inadvertence to 
the satisfaction of the presiding officer, obtain another ballot paper in 
the place of the ballot paper so delivered up (in this Act called a spoilt 
ballot paper), and the spoilt ballot paper shall be immediately cancelled. 

XXIX. The presiding officer of each station, as soon as practicable 
after the close of the poll, shall, in the pr^ence of the agents of the 
candidates, make up into separate packets sealed with his own seal and 
the seals of such agents of the candidates as desire to affix their seals, — 

(1.) Each ballot box in use at this station, unopened but with the 

key attached ; and 
(2.) The unused and spoilt ballot papers, placed together ; and 
(3.) The tendered ballot papers ; and 
(4.) The marked copies of the register of voters, and the counterfoils 

of the ballot papers; and 
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(5.) The tendered votes list» and the list of votes marked hy the 
presiding ofBcer, and a statement of the nrnnher of the voters 
whose votes are Sd marked by the pi^drng ofEfceruiidef tfie 
heads '* physical incapacity/* '* Jews/* and " ttnablcf to read/' 
and the declarations of inabifity to read ; 
atod shall deliver such packets to the r^tortiinp: ofllcef. 

XXX. The packets shall be accompanied by a st&temetkt tn&de t>y 
such presiding officer, showing the ndmber of ballot paper's entmsted 
to him, and accounting for them under the heflds of ballot papersin 
the ballot box, unused, spoilt, and tendered ballot papers, vthich state- 
ment is in this Act referred to as the ballot pap&r account. 

Counting Potes, 

XXXI. The cimdidates may respetfthfely atppcdm* agents t» nftetid 
the counting of the votes. 

XXXII. The returning officer shaH make afmtigetiietitsfor ooutiting 
the votes in the presence df the agentS' of' the candidates' as soocf as 
practicable after the close of the poll, and shall give to the agents of 
the candidates appointed to attend at the counting of the vofes notice 
in writing of the time attd place at which he itill begin to cotmtthe 
same. 

XXX TIT. The returtrtng officer, his assistants aivd clerks, and the 
agents of the candidates, and no other person, except with th« sanction 
of the rettnuing officer, may be present at the counting of the votes. 

XXXIV. Before Che returning officer proceed* to connt the vertes, 
he shall, in the presence of the agents of the candidates; open each 
ballot box, and, taking out the papem therein, shall count and reeord 
the number thereof, and then mix togethfer the* whole of the hallot 
papers contahied in the ballot boxes. The returning officer, while 
counting and recording the niimber of ballot pafyers and <A>untmg Ae 
votes, shall keep the ballot papers wfth their fiiietf upwards^ «nd take 
all proper precautions fbr pTe?enting any person ffom seeing the 
numbers printed on the backs of such papers. 

XXXV. The returning officer shall, so far lUt practicsMe, proceed 
continuously with counting the votes, aifowing only time for refreshment, 
and excluding (except so far as be amd the agenttf otherwise agree) the 
hours between seven o'clock at night and nkie o^dock on the succeeding 
morning. During the excluded time the returning officer dhall place 
the baAlot papers and other documents relating to ther election under his 
Oiwn seal and the seals of such of the agents of the candidates asdesire 
t<y afltx their seals, and shall otherwise take proper precautions for the 
secnrity of such papers and documents. 

XXx Vf. The returning officer shall endorse ** rejected " ow any 
hallot paper which he may reject as invalid, and shall add to the endorse- 
ment •♦ rriecrion objected to," if an ohjecticm be in fisct made by any 
agent to his decision. The returning offlber slfaH report to the Clerk of 
the Crown in Chancery the number of bttllot papers rejected and not 
counted by him vndet the -several heads of— 

1. Want of official mark; 

2. Voting tn more candidates than entitled to; 

3. Writing or marked by which tnter cotild be ideiitiffed ; 
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4. Unmarked or void of uncertainty ; 
and shall on request allow any agents of the candidates, before such 
report is sent, to copy it. 

XXXVII. Upon the completion of the counting, the returning 
o£Bcer shall seal up in separate packets the counted and rejected ballot 
papers. He shall not open the sealed packet of tendered ballot papers 
or marked copy of the register of voters and counterfoils, but shall 
proceed, in the presence of the agents of the candidates, to verify the 
ballot paper account given by each presiding officer by comparing it 
with the number of ballot papers recorded by him as aforesaid, an<l the 
unused and spoilt ballot papers in his pos&ession and the tendered votes 
list, and shall re-seal each sealed packet after examination. The 
returning officer shall report to the Clerk of the Crown in Chancery the 
result of such verification, and shall, on request, allow any agents of 
the candidates, before such report is sent, to copy it 

XXXVIII. Lastly, the returning officer shall forward to the Clerk 
of the Crown in Chancery (in manner in which the poll books are by 
any existing enactment required to be forwarded to such clerk, or as 
near thereto as circumstances admit) all the packets of ballot papers 
in his possession, together with the said reports, the ballot paper 
accounts, tendered votes list, lists of votes marked by the presiding 
officer, statements relating thereto, declarations of inability to read, 
and packets of counterfoils, and marked copies of registers, sent by 
each presiding officer, endorsing on each packet a description of its 
contents and the date of the election to which they' relate, and the name 
of the county or borough for which such election was held ; and the 
term poll book in any such enactment shall be construed to include any 
document forwarded in pursuance of this rule. 

XXXIX. The Clerk of the Crown shall retain for a year all docu- 
ments relating to an flection forwarded to him in pursuance of this 
Act by a retui ning officer, and then, unless otherwise directed by an 
order of the House of Commons, or of one of Her Majesty's Superior 
Courts, shall cause them to be destroyed. 

XL. No person shall be allowed to inspect any rejected ballot 
papers in the custody of the Clerk of the Crown in Chancery, except 
under the order of the House of Commons or under the order of one 
of Her Majesty's Superior Courts, to be granted by such court on being 
satisfied by evidence on oath that the inspection or production of such 
ballot papers is required for the purpose of instituting or maintaining a 
prosecution for an ofience in relation to ballot papers, or for the purpose 
of a petition questioning an election or return ; and any such order for 
the inspection or production of ballot papers may be made subject to 
such conditions as to persons, time, place, and mode of inspection or 
production as the House or court making the same may think expedient, 
and shall be obeyed by the Clerk of the Crown in Chancery. Any 
power given to a court by this rule may be exercised by any judge of 
such court at chambers. 

XLl. No person shall, except by order of the House of 
Commons or any tribunal having cognizance of petitions complaining of 
undue returns or undue elections, open the sealed packet of countertuils 
after the same has been once sealed up, or be allowed to inspect any

-counted ballot papen in the custody of the Clerk of the Crown !■ 
Chancery ; suoh order may be subject to such conditions as to persons, 
time, place, and mode of opening or inspection as the House or tribunal 
making the order may think expedient ; provided that on making and 
carrying into effect any such order, care shall be taken that the mode 
in which any particular elector has voted shall not be discovered until 
he has been proved to have voted, and his vote has been declared by a 
-competent court to be invalid. 

XLII. All documents forwarded by a returning officer in pursuanoe 
of this Act to the Clerk of the Crown in Chancery, other than ballot 
papers and counterfoils, shall be open to public inspection at such time 
and under such regulations as may be prescribed by the Clerk of the 
Crown in Chancerv, with the c6nsent of the Speaker of the House of 
Commons, and the Clerk of the Crown shall supply copies of or 
extracts firom the said documents to any person demanding the same, 
on payment of sucii fees and subject to such regulations as may be 
sanctioned by the Treasury. 

XL I II. Where an order is made for the production by the Clerk of 
the Crown in* Chancery of any document in his possession relating to 
any specified election, the production by such clerk or bis agent of the 
document ordered^ in 8i!ich manner as may be directed by such order, or 
by a rule of the court having power to make such order, shall be 
conclusive evidence that such document relates to the specified election ; 
and any endorsement appearing on any packet of ballot papers produced 
by such Clerk of the Crown or his agent shall be evidence of such 
papers being what they are stated to be by the endorsement. The 
prodactaon from proper custody of a ballot paper purporting to have 
been used at any election^ and of a counterfoil marked with the same 
printed number and having a number marked thereon in writing, shall 
be prira& facie evidence that the person who voted by such ballot paper 
was the person who at the time of such election^ad aftited to his name 
in the register of voters at such election the same number as the 
number written on such counterfoiL 

General JPtWisiofu; 

XLIV. The retiurn of a member or menbefs elected to serve in 
Parliament for any connty or borough shall be made by a certificate of 
. the names of sueh member or members under the hand of the returning 
officer endorsed on the writ of election for suoh county or borough, and 
such certificate shall have effect and be dealt with in like manner as the 
return under the existing, law, and the returning officer may, if he think 
fit, deliver the writ with such certificate endorsed to the postmaster of 
the principal post office of the place of election, or his deputy, and in 
that case he i^all take a receipt from the postmaster or his deputy for 
the sain«; and such postmaster or his deputy shall then forward the 
same by the first pest, firee of charge, under cover, to the Clerk of the 
Crown, with the words *' Election Writ and Return" endorsed thereon. 
XLV. The returning officer shall, as soon as possible, give public 
notice of the names of the candidates elected, and, in the case of a 
contested election, of the total number of votes given for each candidate, 
whether elected or not.

XLVI. Where the returning officer is required or authorised by thw 
Aet to g^ve any public notice, he shall carry stkch requirement into 
effect by advertisements, placards, handbills, or such other means as he 
thinks best calculated to afford information to the electors. 

XLVII. The returning officer may, if he think fit, preside at any 
polling station, and the provisions of this Act relating to a presiding 
officer shaH apply to such returning officer with the necessary modifi- 
cations as to things to be done by the returning officer to the presiding 
officer, or the presiding officer to the returning officer. 

XLVII I. In the case of a contested election for any county or 
borough, the returning officer may, in addition to any clerks, appoint 
competent persons to assist him in counting the votes. 

XLIX. No person shall be appointed by a returning officer for the 
purposes of an election who has been employed by any other person in 
or about the election. 

L. The presiding officer may do, by the clerkft appointed to assist 
him, any act which he is required or authorised to do by this Act at a 
polling station except ordering the arrest, exclusion, or ejection from 
the polling station of any person. 

LI. A candidate may himself undertake the duties which any agent 
of his if appointed might have undertaken, or may assist his agent io 
the performance of such duties, and may be present at anyplace at 
which his agent may, in pursuance of this Act, attend. 

LU. The uame ^nd ^dresa of every ^eut of a candidate appointed 
to attend the counting of the votes shall be transmitted to the returning 
officer one clear day at the least before the opening of the poll ; and 
the returning officer may refuse to admit to the place where the votes 
are counted any agent whose name and address has not been so 
transmitted, notwithstanding that his appointment may be otherwise 
valid, and any notice required to be giveti to an agent by the 
returning officer may he delivered at or sent by post to such address. 

LIIL If £^ny person appointed an agent by a candidate for the 
purposes of attending at the polling station or at the counting of the 
votes dies, or becomes incapable of acting during the time of the 
election, the candidate may appoint another agent in his place, and . 
sh^ll forthwith give to the returning officer nptice in writing of the 
name and address of the agent so appointed. 

LIV. Every returning officer, and ^very officer, clerk, or agent 
authorised to attend at a polling st^tion^ or at the counting of the votes, 
shall, before the opening of the poll, make a statutory declaration of 
secrecy, in the presencei if he is the returning officer, of a justice of 
the peace, and if he is any other officer or an agent, of a justice of the 
peace or of the returning officer ; but no such returning officer, -offlcer, 
elerk, or .^gent as aforesaid shall, save as aforesaid, be required, as such, 
to make any declaration or take any oath on the occasion of any 
election. 

LV. 'Where in this Act any expi^ssions ar€i used requiring ^t 
authorising Or inferring that any . act or thing is to be done in the 
presence of the agents of the candida^tes, such expressions shall be 
deemed to refer to the presence of such agents of the candidates as 
may be authorised to attend, and as have in fact attended, at the time

Bankrupts. — Act 32nd and 33rd Vict., cap. 83. It is provided that, 
if a person having privilege of Parliament commits an act of bankruptcy, 
be may be dealt with under the Act as if he had not such piivilege. 
Upon a member becoming bankrupt, he shall be^ and remain during 
one year incapable of sitting and voting, unless within that time the 
creditors are fully paid or satisfied.

A person who is elected to serve in the House of Commons by the 

Seople, may, by the law and custom of Parliament, be disabled, and 
eclared incapable to sit as a member ; as where a person has been 
guilty of any crime which renders him infamous and thfe like* 

Members on double returns for the same place are incapable of < sitting 
till the returns are determined by a Committee ; and there is a reso- 
lution of the House to this effect, made at the commencement of evesy 
session ; but they e^joy all the privileges of members of Parliament. 

Members who have taken their seats are ineligible for any other place 
until they have vacated their former seats ; but persons elected for one 
place may, before they take their seats, be returned for any other place ;

An Act to consolidate and amend the Laws relating to Bribery, Treating^ 
and undue I^fiuenee at Elections of Members rf Parliament. 

[lOM August, 1854.] 

-Whereas the laws now in force for preventing corrupt practices in 

•-he election of members to serve in Parliament have been found in-

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sufficient; And whereas ic is expedient to consolidate and amend such 
laws, and to make further provision for securing the freedom of such 
elections : Be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, as follows : 

I. The several Acts of Parliament mentioned in the Schedule A. 
hereto annexed shall be repealed to the extent specified concerning the 
same Acts respectively in the third column of the said Schedule. 

II. The following persons shall be deemed guilty of Bribery, and 
shall be punishable accordingly : 

1. Every person who shall, directly or indirectly, by himself, or by 

any other person on his behalf, give, lend, or agree to give or 
lend, or shall offer, promise, or promise to procure or to en- 
deavour to procure, any money, or valuable consideration, to or 
for any voter, or to or for any person on behalf of any voter, or 
to or for any other person in order to induce any voter to vote, 
or refrain from voting, or shall corruptly do any such act as 
aforesaid, on account of such voter having voted or refrained from 
voting at any election ;

to serve in Parliament, or the vote of any voter at any election: 

5. Every person who shall advance or pay, or cause to be paid, any 

money to, or to the use of any other person, with the intent that 
such money, or any part thereof, shall be expended in bribery at 
any election, or who shall knowingly pay, or cause to be paid, any 
money to any person in discharge or repayment of any money 
wholly or in part expended in bribery at any election ; 

And any person so offending shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
in Scotlavd of an offence punishable by fine and imprisonment, and shall 
also be liable to forfeit the sum of one hundred pounds to any person 
who shall sue for the same, together with full costs of suit : Provided 
always, that the aforesaid enactment shall not extend or be construed to 
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extend to any money paid or agreed to be paid for or on account of any 
legal expenses btrndJUe incurred at or concerning any election. 

III. The following persons shall also be deemed guilty of bribery, and 
■hall be punishable accordingly : — 

1 . Every voter who shall, before or during any election, directly or 

indirectly, by himself, or by any other person on his behalf, 

receive, agree, or contract for any money, gift, loan, or valuaUe 

consideration, office, place, or employment, for himself or for 

any other person, for voting or agreeing to vote, or for refraining 

or agreeing to refrain from voting at any election : 

9. Every person who shall, after any election, directly or indirectly, 

by himself, or by any other person on his behalf, receive any 

money or valuable oonsaderaiion on aecount of any person having 

voted or refrained from voting, or having induced, any other 

person to vote or to refrain Srom voting, at any election: 

And any person ao -offending shall be guilty of a nMsdemeaoer, and in 

Scotlamdi of 9M ofi^nce punishable by fine and imprisonment,, and shall 

also be liable to forfeit the sum of ten pounds to any perackQiwho shall 

sue for the same^ .together with foil costs of suit. 

IV. Every candidate at an election, who shall corruptly by himself, 
or by or with any person, or by any other ways>or means on bis behalf, 
at any time, either before, during, or after any election, directly or 
indirectly give or provide, or cause to be given or provided, or shall be 
accessory to the giving or providing, or shall pay, wholly or in part, any 
expenses incurred for any. meat, drink, entertainment, or provision to or 
for any person, in order to be elected, or for beings elected,, or for the 
purpose of corruptly influencing sucii person or any other, person to 
give or refrain from giving his vote at such election, or on account of 
such person having voted or refrained from voting, or being about to 
vote or refrain from voting, at such election shall be deemed guilty of 
the offence of treating, and shall forfeit the sum of fifty pounds to any 
person who shall sue for the same, with full costs of suit ; and every 
voter who shall corruptly accept or take any such meat, drink, enter- 
tainment, or provision, shall be incapable of voting at such eUction, and 
his vote, if given, shall be utterly void and of none eflfect, 

V. Every person who shall, directly or indirectly, by himself, or by 
any other person on his behalf, make use of, or threaten to make use of, 
any force, violence, or restraint, or inflict or threaten the infliction, by 
himself, or by or through any other person, of any injury, damage, harm 
or loss, or in any other manner practise intimidation upon or against 
any person in order to induce or compel such person to vote or refrain 
from voting, or on account of such person having- voted or refrained 
from voting, »t any election, or who shall, by abduction, duress, or any 
fraudulent device or contrivance, impede, prevent, or otherwise interfere 
with the free exercise of the franchise of any voters or shall thereby 
compel, induce, or prevail upon any voter, either to give or to refrain 
from giving his vote at any election, shall he'deemfed to have committed 
the offence of undue influence, and shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
in Scotland, of an offence punishable by fine or imprisonment, and shall 
also be liable to forfeit the sum of fifty pounds to any person who shall 
sue for the same, together with full costs of suit. 

VI. Whenever it shall be proved before the Revising Barrister that 
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any person who is or claims to be placed on the list or register of 
voters for any county, city, or borough, has been convicted of bribery 
or undue influence at an election, or that judgment has been obtained 
against any such person for any penal sum hereby made recoverable in 
respect of the offences of bribery, treating, or undue influence, or either 
of them, then and in that case such Revising Barrister shall, in case the 
name of such person is in the list of voters, expunge the same there- 
from, or shall, in case such person is claiming to have his name inserted 
therein, disallow such claim ; and the names of all persons whose names 
shall he so expunged from the list of voters, and whose claims shall be

VII. No candidate before, during, or after any election shall, in

distinction; and every person so giving or providing shall, for every

An Act to amend and conttmie the Lawrektting t&Cormpf PtaeHees at 
Election* of Members tf ParHamevU. 

imkJune, 1863.] 

Whereas " The Corrupt Practices Preventibn Act, 1854," as 
amended by an Act of the Session hofden in the twenty-first and 
twenty-second years of Her Majesty, chapter eighty-seven, is limited 
to continiue in force until the first day of September One thousand. eight 
hundred and sixty- three, and from thence until the end of the next 
Session of Parliament: and it is expedient further to amend the said 
Acts and to continue the same in manner hereinafter mentioned : Be it 
therefore enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority 
of the same, as follows : 

I. The expression " The Corrupt Practices Prevention Acts" shall 
include this Act and the said Act of the twenty-fii»t and twenty-second 
years of the reign of Her present Majesty, and '* The Corrupt Practices 
** Prevention Act, 1854," as amended by the said other Acts. 

Expenses of Electiont. 

II. No payment (except in respect to the personal expenses of a 
candidate), and no advance, loan, or deposit, shall be made by. or on 
behalf of any candidate at an election, before, or during, or after such 
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election, on account of or in respect of such election, otherwise than 
throuprh an agent or agents whose name and address or names and 
addresses have been declared in writing to the returning officer on or 
before the day of nomination, or through an agent or agents to be 
appointed in his or their place as herein provided ; and any person 
making any such payment, advance, loan, or deposit, otherwise than 
through such agent or agents, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, or, 
in Scotland of an offence punishable by fine and imprisonment It shall 
be the duty of the returning officer to publish, on or before the day of 
nomination, the name and address or the names and addresses of the 
agent or agents appointed in pursuance of this section. 

In the event of the death or legal incapacity of any agent appointed in 
pursuance of this section, the candidate shall forthwith appoint another 
agent in his place on giving notice to the returning officer of the name 
and address of the person so appointed, which shall be forthwith 
published by the returning officer. 

III. All persons who have any bills, charges, or claims upon any 
candidate for or in respect of any election shall send in such bills, 
charges, or claims, within one month from the day of the declaration of 
the election to such agent or agents as aforesaid, otherwise such persons 
shall be barred of their right to recover such claims and every or any 
part thereof: provided always, that in case of the death within the said 
month of any person claiming the amount of such bill, charge, or claimy 
the legal representative of such person shall send in such bill, charge, or 
claim within one month after obtaining probate or letters of administra- 
tion, or confirmation as executor, as the case may be, or the right to 
recover such claim shall be barred as aforesaid : provided also that such 
bills, charges, and claims shall and may be sent in and delivered to the 
candidate, if, and so long as, during the said month, there shall, owing 
to^death or legal incapacity, be no such agent 

IV. A detailed statement of all election expenses incurred by or on 
behalf of any candidate, including such excepted payments as aforesaid, 
shall, within two months after the election, (or in cases where by reason 
of the death of the creditor no bill has been sent in within such period of 
two months, then within one month after such bill has been sent in,) be 
made out and signed by the agent or, if there be more than one, by every 
agent who has paid the same (including the candidate in case of payments 
made by him), and delivered, with the bills and vouchers relative thereto, 
to the returning officer, and the returning officer for the time being shall, 
at the expense of the candidate, within fourteen days, insert or cause to 
be inserted, an abstract of such statement, with the signature of the 
agent thereto, in some newspaper published or circulating in the county 
or place where the election was held ; and any agent or candidate who 
makes default in delivering to the returning officer the statement required 
by this section shall incur a penalty not exceeding five pounds for every 
day during which he so makes default ; and any agent or candidate who 
wilfully furnishes to the said returning officer an untrue statement shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, or in Scotland of an offence punishable by 
fine and imprisonment ; and the said returning officer shall preserve all 
such bills and vouchers, and during six months after they have been 
delivered to him permit any voter to inspect the same, on payment of a 
fee of one shilling. 
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Legal Proceedings, 

V. The provisions of the fourteenth section of " The Corrupt 
*' Practices Prevention Act, 18o4," shall extend to a misdemeanor or to 
any other offence under the Corrupt Practices Prevention Acts not 
punishable by a penalty or forfeiture, as well as to proceedings for any 
offence punishable by a penalty or forfeiture. 

VI. In any indictment or information for bribery or undue influence, 
and in any action or proceeding for any penalty for bribery, treating, or 
undue influence, it shall be suflicient to allege that the defendant was at 
the election at or in connexion with which the offence is intended to be 
alleged to have been committed guilty of bribery, treating, or undue 
influence (as the case may require} ; and in any criminal or civil pro- 
ceedings in relation to any such offence the certiticate of the returning 
otficer in this behalf shall be sufficient evidence of the due holding of 
the election, and of any person therein named having been a candidate 
thereat. 

VII. No person who is called as a witness before any election 
committee, or any commissioners appointed in pursuance of the Act of 
the session holden in the fifteenth and sixteenth years of the reign of 
Her present Majesty, chapter fifty-seven, shall be excused from answering 
any question relating to any corrupt practice at, or connected with, any 
election forming the subject of inquiry by such committee or commis- 
sioners, on the ground that the answer thereto may criminate or tend to 
criminate himself: Provided always, that where any witness shall answer 
every question relating to the matters aforesaid which he shall be required 
by such committee or commissioners (as the case may be) to answer, and 
the answer to which may criminate, or tend to criminate him, he shall be 
entitled to receive from the committee, under the hand of their clerk, or 
from the commissioners, under tlieir hands (as the case may be), a 
certificate stating that such witness was, upon his examination, required 
by the said committee or commissioners to answer questions or a question 
relating to the matters aforesaid, the answers or answer to which 
criminated or tended to criminate him, and had answered all such 
questions or such question ; and if any intbrmation, indictment, or 
action be at any time thereafter pending in any court against such 
witness for any offence under the Corrupt Practices Prevention Acts, or 
for which he might have been prosecuted or proceeded against under 
such Acts, committed by him previously to the time of his giving his 
evidence, and at or in relation to the election concerning or in relation 
to which the witness may have been so examined, the court shall, on 
production and proof of such certificate, stay the proceedings in such 
last-mentioned information, indictment, or action, and may, at ita 
discretion, award to such witness such costs as he may have been put to 
in such information, indictment, or action : Provided that no statement 
made by any person in answer to any question put by or before such 
election committee or commissioners shall, except in cases of indictments 
for perjury, be admissible in evidence in any proceeding, civil or 
criminaL 

Election Committees, 

VIII. The following regulations shall be made with respect to the 
proceedings of select committees appointed to try election petitions :— 
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1. On any charge of treating being brougiit before any election com- 

-uiittee, it siiall not be necessary, unless tbe oommittee should 
niitennae decide, to prove agency in the .first instance before 
'giving in evidence the facts whereby the ciierge of treating islQ 
be<«ttttMAed: 

2. Where any person who has voted at. any election is found by any 

eommittee 'to have been guilty of bribery «r treating at such 

eiection,'his vote shall be void, and may, upon a scrutiny, be 
'«truak off tke list of voters, notwithstanding that the name of 

such guilty person has not been included in the list of voters to 
ibeobj^ted to: 
(8. Where juny electioa .petitian cocopkiiis that bribecy, treating, or 
'Other corrupt pcactices have, been oemnitted at any election, the 

committee to wliose deterroinslirwi such petition is referred shall 
» report (to the il ease of Cooumoms whether or not corrupt practices 

have, or whether there is reason to believe corrupt practices have* 
^eKtcnsiwlyiprevailed lit. such election in tberf4iiee to which the 
- petition teiisiBL 

IX. Where an election commhteehas reported to the House df 
Commons that certain persons named by them have <been guilty of 
bribery or treating, and where it appears by the report of any com- 
mission of inquiry into corrupt practices at any election made to Her 
Majesty and laid'before'Parliament that certain persons named by them 
have been guilty Of the offences of bribery or creating, and have not been 
furnished by them with certificates of indeiirrnty,'8nch report, with .the 
evidence taken by the commission, sh^ll be 'lard before the Attorney 
General, with aview to his instituting a prosecution -against such persons 
if the evidence should, in his opinion, be sufficient to support ti pro- 
secution.

An Act for amending the Laws relcUiuy to Election PetilionSj and prO' 
viding more effectually J or the prevention of corrupt practices at 
Parliamentary Elections, [31*/ July, 1868.] 

Wherbas it is expedient to amend the laws relating to election 
petitions, and to provide more eflfectually for the preveniiou of coiTupt 
practices at Parliamentary elections : 

Be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in 
this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : 

Preliminary, 

I. This Act may be cited for all purposes as " The Parliamentary 
Elections Act, 1868." 

II. The expression '*the Court" shall, for the purposes of this Act, 
in its application to England mean the Court of Common Pleas at 
Westminsltrf and in its application to Ireland the Court ot Common 
Pleas at Dublin, and such Court shall, subject to the provisions of this 
Act, have the same powers, jurisdiction, and authority with reference to 
an election petition and the proceedings thereon as it would have if such 
petition were an ordinary cause within their jurisdiction. 

III. The following terras shall in this Act have the meanings herein- 
after assigned to them, unless there is something in the context repugnant 
to such construction ; (that is to say,) 

'* Metropolitan District" shall mean the City of London and the 
liberties thereof, and any parish or place subject to the jurisdiction 
of tbe Metropolitan Board of Works : 

'* Election" shall mean an election of a member or members to senre 
in Parliament: 

** County" shall not include a County of a City or County of a Town, 
but shall mean any county, riding, parts, or division of a county 
returning a member or members to serve in Parliament: 

'* Borough" shall mean any borough, university, city, place, or 
combination of places, not being a county as hereiu-before defined, 
returning a member or members to serve in Parliament : 

** Candidate " shall mean any person elected to serve in Parliament at 
an election, and any person who has been nominated as or declared 
himself a candidate at an election: 

*• Corrupt Practices " or " Corrupt Practice " shall mean bribery, 
treating, and undue influence, or any of such ofifenoes, as defined by 
Act of Parliament, or recognized by the common law of Parliament: 

** Rules of Court" shall mean rules to be made as herein-after 
mentioned : 

** Prescribed" shall mean ** prescribed by the roles of Couru " 

IV. For the purposes of this Act ** Speaker" shall he deemed to 
inelade deputy speaker; and when the office of speaker is Yaoaut» tha 

Q 
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clerk of the House of Commons, or. any other officer for the time being- 
performing the duties of the clerk of the House of Commons, shall be 
deemed to be substituted for and to be included in the expression " the 
speaker." 

Presentation and Service of Fetiiion* 

y. Prom and after the next dissolution of Parliament a petition 
complaining uf an undue return or undue election of a member to serve 
in Parliament for a county or borough may be presented to the Court of 
Common Pleas at Westminster^ if such county or borough is situate in 
Enykindy or to the Court of Common Pleas at Dublin, if such county or 
borough is situate in Ireland^ by any one or more of the following 
persons : 

1. Some person who voted or who had a right to vote at the electioii 

to which the petition relates; or, 

2. Some person claiming to have had a right to be returned oi 

elected at such election ; or, 
8. Some person alleging himself to have been a candidate at such 
election : 
And fuwh petition is- herein^after referred to as an election petition. 

YI. The following enactments shall be made with respect to the 
presentation of an election petition under this Act: 

\% The petition shall be signed by the Petitioner, or all the Petitioners 
if more than One : 

2. The. petition shall be presented. within twenty^one days after the 
return has been made to. the clerk of the Crown in Chancery in 
England, or to the clerk of the Crown and Hanaper in Ireland, tA 
the case may be, of the member to whose election the petition 
relates, unless it question the return or election upon an allega- 
tion of corrupt practices, and specifically alleges a payment of 
money or other reward to have been made by any member, or on 
his account, oi with his privity, since the time of such return, in 
pursuance or in furtherance of such corrupt practices, in which 
case the petition may be presented at any time within twenty-eight 
days after the date of such payment : 

3. Presentation of a petition shall be made by delivering it to the 

prescribed officer or otherwise dealing with tlie same in manner 
prescribed. 

4. At the time of the presentation of the petition, or within three days 

aftierwards, security for the payment of all costs, charges, and 
expenses thatmay become payable by the petitioner — 

I to any person summoned as a witness on his behalf, or, 
to the member whose election or return is complained of 
(who is herein-after referred to as the respondent), 
shall' be given on behalf of the petitioner: 
&. The' sectrrity shall be to an amount of one thousand pounds ; it 
shjoil be giver, either by recognizance to be entered into by any 
nunrber ol aUfeties not exceeding four, or by a deposit of money 
ic maimer prettcribed, or partly in one way and partly in the 
other. 



& 
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VII. On presentation of tbe petition the prescribed oiRcer Sliall send a 
copy thereof to the returning oflBcer of the county or borough to which the 
petition relates, who shall forthwith publish the same in the county or 
borough, as the case may be. 

VIII. Notice of the presentation of a petition under this Act, and of 
the nature of the .proposed security, aocouipanied with a copy of the 
petition, shall, within the prescribed time, not exceeding five days after 
the presentation of the petition, be served by the petitioner on die 
respondent; and it shall be lawful for the respondent, where the security 
is given wholly or partially by recognizance, within a further prescribed 
time, not exceeding five days from the^date of the service on him of the 
notice, to object in writing to such recognizance, on the ground that the 
sureties, or any of them, are insufScient, or that a surety is dead, or that 
he cannot be found or ascertained from the want of a sufficient description 
in the recognizance, or that a person named in the recognizance has not 
duly acknowledged the same. 

IX. Any objection 'made to the security given shall be heard and 
decided on in the prescribed manner. If an objection to the security is 
allowed ii shall be lawful for the petitioner, within a further prescribed 
time, not exceeding five days, to remove such objection, by a deposit 
in the prescribed manner of such sum of money as may be deemed by 
the court or officer having cognizance of the matter to make the security 
sufficient. 

If on objection made the security is decided to be insufficient, and 
such objection is not removed in manner herein-before mentioned, no 
farther proceedings shall be had on the petition ; otherwise, on the expira- 
tion of the time limited for making objections, or, after objection made, 
on the sufficiency of the security being established the petition shall be 
deemed to be at issue. 

X. The prescribed officer shall, as soon as may be, make out a list of 
all petitions under this Act piesented to the court of which he is such 
officer, and which are at issue, placing ihem in the order in which they 
were presented, and shall keep at his office a copy of such list, herein- 
after referred to as the election list, open to the inspection in the pre- 
scribed manner of any person making application. 

Such petitions, as far as conveniently may be, shall be tried in the 
order in which they stand in such list. 

Trial of a Petition, 

XT. The following enactments shall be made with respect to the trial 
of election petitions under this Act : 

1. The trial of every election petition shall be conducted before a puisne 
judge of one of Her Majesty's Superior Courts of common law 
at Westminster or Dublin^ according as the same shall have been 
presented to the court at Westminster or Dublin, to be selected 
from a rota to be formed as herein- after mentioned.' 

a. The members of each of the Courts of Queen's Bench, Common 
Pleas, and Exchequer tn England and Ireland shall respectively, 
on or before the third day of Michaelmas term in every year, 
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select, by a mjyorily of votes, one of the pnisne judges of sxtch 
court, not being a member of the House of Lords, to be placed on 
the rota for the trial of election petitions during the ensuing year. 

8. If in any case the members of the said court are equally divided 
in their choice of a puisne judge to be placed on the rota, the 
chief justice of such court (including under that expression the 
Chief Baron of the Exchequer) shall have a second or casting 
vote. 

4. Any judge placed on the rota shall be re-eligible in the succeeding or 
any subsequent year. 

0. In the event of the death or the illness of any judge for the time 
being on the rota, or his inability to act for any reasonable cause, 
the court to whirh he belongs shall fill up the vacancy by placing 
on the rota another puisne judge of the same court. 

6. The judges for the time being on the rota shall, according to their 

seniority, respectively try the election petitions standing for trial 
under this Act, unless they otherwise agree among themselves, in 
which case the trial of each election petition shall be taken in 
manner provided by such agreement. 

7. Where it appears to the judges on the rota, after due consideration 

of the list of petitions under this Act for the time being at issue, 
that the trial of such election petitions will be inconveniently 
delayed unless an additional judge or judges be appointed to assist 
the judges on the rota, each of the said courts (that is to say,) 
the Court of Exchequer, the Court of Common Pleas, and the 
Court of Queen's Bench, in the order named, shall, on and 
according to the requisition of such judges on the rota, select, in 
manner hereinbefore provided, one of the puisne judges of the 
court to try election petitions for the ensuing year ; and any judge 
so selected shall, during that year, be deemed to be on the rota for 
the trial of election petitions. 

8. Her Majesty may, in manner heretofore in use, appoint an additional 

puisne judge to each of the Courts of Queen's Bench, the Common 
Pleas, and Exchequer in England : 

9. Every election petition shall, except where it raises a question of law 

for the determination of the court, as hereinafter mertioned, be 
tried by one of the judges herein-before in that behalf mentioned, 
herein-after referred to as the judge sitting in open court without 
a jury. 

10. Notice of the time and place at which an election petition will be 

tried shall be given, not less than fourteen days before the day on 
which the trial is held, in the prescribed manner. 

11. The trial of an election petition in the case of a petition relating to 

a borough election shall take place in the borough, and in the case 
of a petition relating to a county election in the county : Provided 
always, that if it shall appear to the court that special circum- 
stances exist which render it desirable that the petition should be 
tried elsewhere than in the borough or county, it shall be lawful 
for the court to appoint such other place for the triiil as shall 
appear most convenient: provided also, that in the case of a petition 
^ relating to any of the boroughs within the metropolitan district. 
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the petition may be held at such place within the district as the 
court may appoint. 

12. The judge presiding at the trial may adjourn the same from time to 
time and from any one place to any other place within the county 
or borough, as to him may seem expedient. 

18. At the conclusion of the trial the judge who tried the petition shaU 
determine whether the member whose retiiru or election is 
complained of, or any and what other person, was duly returned 
or elected, or whether the election was void, and shall forihwith 
certify in writing such determiuution to the Speaker, and upon 
such certificate being given such detexmination shall be final to 
all intents and purposes. 

14. Where any charge is made in an election petition of any corrupt 

practice having been committed at the election to which tlie 

petition refers, the judge shall, in addition to such certitieate, and 

at the same lime, report in writing to the Speaker as follows: 

(a.) Whether any corrupt prnctice has or Iwis not been proved 

to have been committed by or with the knowledge and 

consent of any caiididate at such election, luid the nature 

of such corrupt practi»te : 

(b.) The names of all persons (if any) who have been proved 

at the trial to have been guilty of any corrupt practice: 
(c») Whether corrupt practices have, or whether there is reason 
to believe that corrupt practices have, extensively pre- 
vailed at the election to which the petition relates. 

15. The judge may at the same time make a special report to the 

Speaker as to any matters arising in the coitrse of the trial, an 
account of whioh in his judgment ought to be aabmitted to the 
House of Commons. 

16. Where, upon the application of any party to a petition made in 

the prescribed manner to the court, it appears to the court that 
the case raised by the petition can be conveniently stated as a 
special case, the court may direct the same to be statM accordingly, 
and any such special case shall, as far as may be, be heard before 
the court, and the decision of the court shall be final; and the 
court shall 'certify to the Speaker its determinHtion in reference 
to such special case. 

XII. Provided always, that if it 9h"all appear to the judge on the 
Arial of the said petidon that any question or quesiions of livtr as to the 
admissibility of evidence or otherwise require further consideration by 
the Court of Common Pleas, then it shall be lawful for the said judge to 
postpone the granting of the said certiBcate until the determination of 
such question or questions by the court, and for this purpose to reserve 
any such question or questions in like manner as questions are usually 
reaervcd by a jadge on a tried at nisi prius. 

XIII. The House of Commons, on being informed by the Speaker 
of such certificate and report or reports, if any, shall order the same to 
be entered in their journals, and shall give the necessary directions for 

•confirming or altering the return, or for issuing a writ for a new election, 
-or for carrying the determination into execution, as 'oiroumstances maj 
;Beqiure. 
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XTV. Where the judge makes a special report the Hoase of Commons 
may make such order in respect of such special report as they think 
proper. 

XV. If the judge states in his report on the trial of an election 
petition under this Act that corrupt practices have, or that there is 
reason to believe that corrupt practices have, extensively prevailed in any 
eounty or borough at the election to which the petition relates, such 
statement shall for all the purposes of the Act of the session of the 
fifteenth and sixteenth years of the reign of Her present Majesty, 
chapter fifty- seven, intituled an Act to provide Jor more effectual inquiry 
into the existence of corrupt practices at elections of members to serve in 
Parliament^ have the same effect and may be dealt with in the same 
manner as if it were a report of a committee of the House of Commons 
appointed to try an election petition, and the expenses of any commission 
of inquiry which may be issued in accordance with the provisions of the 
said Act shall be defrayed as if they were expenses incurred in the 
registration of voters for such county or borough. 

XVI. The report of the judge in respect of persons guilty of corrupt 
practices shall for the puipuse of the prosecution of such persons in 
pursuance of section nine of the Act of the twenty- sixth year of the 
reign of Her present Majesty, chapter twenty-nine, have the same efifeet 
as the report of the election committee therein mentioned that certain 
persons have been guilty of bribery and treating. 

XVII. On the trial of an election petition under this Act, unless the 
judge otherwise directs, any charge of a corrupt practice may be gone 
into and evidence in relation thereto received before any proof has been 
given of agency on the part of any candidate in respect of such corrupt 
practice. 

XVITI. The trial of an election petition under this Act shall be 
proceeded with notwithstanding the acceptance by the respondent of an 
ofBce of profit under the Crown. 

XIX. The trial of an election petition under this Act shall be 
proceeded with notwithstanding the prorogation of Parliament. 

Proceedings, 

XX. An election petition under this Act shall be in such form and 
state such matters as may be prescribed. 

XXI. An election petition under this Act shall be served as nearly as 
may be in the manner in which a writ or summons is served, or in such 
other manner as may be prescribed. 

XXII. Two or more candidates may be made respondents to the same 
petition, and their case may for the sake of convenience be tried at the 
same time, but fur all the purposes of this Act, such petition shall be 
deemed to be a separate petition against each respondent. 

XXIII. VThere, under this Act, more petitions than one are presented 
relating to the same election or return, all such petitions shall in the 
election list be bracketed together, and shall be dealt with as one petitioiiy 
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but snch petitions shall stand in the election list in the place where the 
last of such petitions would have stood if it had been the only petition 
presented, unless the Court shall otherwise direct. 

XXIV. On the trial of an election petition under this Act the short- 
hand writer of the House of Commons or his deputy shall attend and 
shall be sworn by the judge faithfully and truly to take down tlie evidence 
given at the trial, and from time to time as occasion requires to write or 
cause the same to be written in words at length ; and it shall be the duly 
of snch shorthand writer to take down such evidence, and from time to 
time to write or cause the same to be written at length, and a copy of 
snch evidence shall accompany the certificate made by the judge to the 
Speaker ; and the expenses of the shorthand writer shall be deemed to 
be part of the expenses incurred in receiving the judge. 

Jurisdiction and Rules of Court. 

XXV. The judges for the time being on the rota for the trial of 
election petitions in Engliind and Ireland may respectively from time to 
time make, and may trova time to time revoke and alter, general rules 
and orders (in this Act referred to as the rules of court), for the effectual 
execution of this Act, and of the intention and object thereof, and the 
regulation of the practice, procedure, and costs of election petitions, and 
the trial thereof, and the certifying and reporting thereon. 

Any general rules and orders made as aforesaid shall be deemed to be 
within the powers conferred by this Act, and shall be of the same force 
as if they were enacted in the body of this Act. 

Any general rules and orders made in pursuance of this section shall 
be laid before Parliament within three vtt.i ks after they are made if 
Parliament be then sitting, and if Parliament be not then sittings 
within three weeks after the beginning of the then next session of 
Parliament. 

XXVI. Until rules of court have been made in pursuance of this Act» 
and so far as snch rules do not extend, the principles, practice, and rules 
on which committees of the House of Commons have theretofore acted in 
dealing with election petitions shall be observed so far as may be by the 
court and judge in the case of election petitions under this Act. 

XXVII. The duties to be performed by the prescribed oflficer under 
this Act shall be performed by such one or more of the masters of the 
Court of Common Pleas at Westminster as may be determined by the 
chief justice of the said Court of Common Pleas, and by the master of the 
Court of Common I'leas at Dublin, and there shall be awarded to snch 
masters respectively, in addition to their existing salaries, such remu- 
neration for the performance of the duties imposed on them in pursuance 
of this Act as the chief justices of the said Courts of Common Pleas at 
Westminster and Dublin may respectively, with the consent of the com- 
missioners of the treasury, determine. 

Meception, Expenses^ and Jurisdiction of Judge, 

XXVIII. The judge shall be received at the place where he is aboat 
(o try an election petition under this Act with the same state, so far as 
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oircnm stances adiuit, as a judge of assize is received at nv. asfize town; 
be shall be received by the sheriff in the case of a petition relating to a 
county election, and in any other case by the mayor, in the case of a 
borough havivig a mayor, and in thecase of a boroiif?h not havinpr « mfcyor 
by the sheriff of the county in which the borough is siiuaie, or by gome 
person named b^ such sheriff. 

The travelling and other expenses of the judge, and all expenses 
properly incurred by the sheriff or by such mayor or person named as 
aforesaid in receiving the judge and providing him with ntcef-sary 
accommodation and with a proper court, shall he defrayed by the com- 
missioners to the treasury out of money to be provided by Parliament. 

XXIX. On the.trial of an election petition underUiis Act thejudge 
shall, subjectto the ppovision&of this Act, have the same powers, jurisdic- 
tion, and authority. as a judge of one of the superior courts and as a 
judge of assize and nisi prius, and the court held by him shall be a 
court of record. 

XXX. The judge shall be attended on the trial of an election petition 
under this Act in the same manner as if he were a judge sitting at nisi 
prius, and the expenses of such. attendance shall be deemed to-be part of 
the expenses of providing a court. 

WUnesses, 

XXXI. Witnesses shall be subpeenaed and sworn in the same man- 
ner as nearly as circumstances admit as in a trial at nisi prius, and. shall 
be subject to the same penalties for perjury. 

XXXII. On the trial of an election petition under this Act the judge 
may, by order under his hand, compel the attendance of any person as a 
witness who appears to him to have been concerned in the election to 
which the petition refers, and any person refusing to obey such order 
shall be guilty of contempt of court The judge may examine any 
witness so compelled to attend or any person in court although such 
witness is not called and examined by any party tu the petition. After 
the examination of a witness as aforesaid by a judge such witness may 
be cross-examined by or on behalf of the petitioner and respondent, or 
either of them. 

. XXXIII. The provisions of the seventh section of the Act of the 
session of the twenty-sixth and. twenty- seventh years of the reign of Her 
present Majesty, chapter twenty-nine relating to the examination and 
indemnity of witnesses, shall apply to any witness appearing before a 
judge on the trial of an election petition under tiiis Act, in the aaiuffmanijer 
as in the case of a trial before a committee of the House of Commons 
before the passing of this Act, and the certificate shall be given under 
the hand of the judge. 

XXXIV. The 'reasonable expenses incurred by any person in appear- 
ing to give evidence at the trial of an election petition under this Act 
according to the scale allowed to witnesses on the trial.of civil actions at 
the assizes, may be allowed to such persons by a certificate under the 
hand of the judge or of the prescribed officer, and such Expenses if the 
witness was called and examined by the judge shall be defoned .part of 
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the expenses ofproTiding a court, and in other cases shall be deemed 
to be costs of the petition. 

Withdrawal and Abatement of Election Petitions, 

XXXV. An election petition nnder this Act shall not be withdrawn 
without the leave of the court or judge upou special application to be 
made in and at the prescribed manner, time, and place. 

No such application shall be made for the withdrawal of a petition 
until the prescribed notice has been given in the county or borough to 
which the petition relates of the intention of the petitioner to make an 
application for the withdrawal of his petition. 

On the hearing of the application for withdrawal any person wno might 
have been a petitioner in respect of the election to which the petition 
relates may apply to the court or judge to be substituted as a petitioner 
for the petitioner so desirous of withdrawing the petition. 

The court or judge may, if it or he think fit, substitute as a peti> 
tioner any such applicant as aforesaid ; and may further if the proposed 
withdrawal is in the opinion of the court or judge induced by any corrupt 
bargain or consideration, by order direct that the security given on behalf 
of the original petitioner shall remain as security for any costs that may be 
incun>ed by the substituted petitioner and that to the extent of the sum 
named iu such security the original petitioner shall be liable to pay the 
costs of the substituted petitioner. 

If no such order is made with respect to the security given on behalf of 
the original petitioner, security to the same amount as would be required 
in the case of a new petition, and subject to the like conditions, shall be 
given on behalf of the substituted petitioner before he proceeds with hia 
petition, and within the prescribed time after the order of substitution. 

Subject as aforesaid a substituted petitioner shall stand in the same 
position as nearly as may be, and be subject to the same liabilities as the 
original petitioner. 

If a petition is withdrawn, the petitioner shall be liable to pay the 
costs of the respondent. 

Where there are more petitioners than one, no application to withdraw 
a petition shall be made except with the consent of all the petitioners. 

XXXVI. In every case of the withdrawal of an election petition 
under this Act the court or judge shall report to the Speaker whether in 
its or his opinion the withdrawal of such petition was the result of any- 
corrupt arrangement, or in consideration of the withdrawal of any other 
petition, and if so the circumstances attending the withdrawal. 

XXXVII. • An election petition under this Act shall be abated by 
the death c/ a sole petitioner or of the survivor of several petitioners. 

The abatement of a petition shall not afiPect the liability of the 
petitioner to the payment of costs previously incurred. 

The abatement of a petition, the prescribed notice of such abatement 
having taken place shall be given in the county or borough to which the 
petition relates, and within the prescribed time after the notice is given» 
any person who might have been a petitioner in respect of the election to 
which the petition relates may apply to the court or judge in and at the 
prescribed manner, time, and place, to be substituted as a petitioner. 
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The court or judge may, if it or he think fit, substitute as a petitioner 
any such applicant who is desirous of being substituted and on whose 
behalf security to the same amount is given as is required in the case of 
a new petition. 

XXXVI IT. If before the trial of any election petition under this Act 
any of the following events happen in the case of the respondent ; (that 
is to say,) 

(1.) If he dies: 

(2.) If he is summoned to Parliament as a peer of Great Briiainhy a 
writ issued under the great seal of Great Britain : 

(3.) If the House of Commons have resolved that his seat is vacant: 

(4.) If he gives in and at the prescribed manner and time notice to 
the court that he does not intend to oppose the petition : 
Notice of such event having taken place shall be given in the county or 
•borough to which the petition relates, and within the prescribed time 
after the notice is given any person who might have been a petitioner 
• in respect of the election to which the petition relates may apply to the 
court or judge to be admitted as a respondent to oppose the petition, 
-and such person shall on such application be Admitted accordingly, 
either with the respondent, if there be a respondent, or in place of the re- 
spondent; and any number of persons not exceeding three may be so 
admitted. 

XXXTX. A respondent Who has given the prescribed notice that he 
does not intend to oppose the petition shall not be allowed to appear or 
act as a party against such petition in any proceedings thereon, end shall 
not sit or vote in the House of Commons until the House of Commons 
has been informed of the report on the petition, and the court or judge 
shall in all cases in which such notice hws been given in the prescribed time 
and manner report the same to the Speaker of the House of Commons. 

XL. Where an election petition under this Act complains of a double 
return and the respondent has given notice to the prescribed officer that it 
is not his intention to oppose the petition, and no party has been admit- 
ted in pursuance of this Act to defend such return, then the petitioner, 
if there be no petition complaining of the other member returned on such 
double return, may withdraw his petition by notiee addressed to the 
prescribed officer, and upon the receipt of such notice the prescribed 
officer shall report the fact of the withdrawal of snch petition to 
the Speaker, and the House of Commons shall thereupon give the 
necessary directions for amending the said double return by taking off 
the file the indenture bywhich the respondent so declining to oppose 
the petition was returned, or otherwise as the case may require: [provided 
always, that this section shall not apply to Ireland.'] (u) 

Costs. 
XLI. All costs, charges, and expenses of and incidental to the pre- 
sentation of a petition under this Act, and to the proceedings consequent 
thereon, with the exception of such costs, charges, and expenses as are by 
this Act -Otherwise provided for, shall be defrayed by the parties to the

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petiMon in snob, manner and in such proportions as the court or judg«' 
may determine, regard being had to the disallowanee of any costs* 
charges, or expenses which may in the opinion of the court or judge hav& 
been caused by. vexatious conduct, unfounded allegations, or unfounded- 
objections the part either of. the petitioner or the respondent, and regard 
heing had to the discouragement of any needless expense by throwing 
the burden of defraying the same on the parties by whom it has been 
caused, whether snob parties are or not on the whole successful. 

The costs may be taxed in the prescribed manner but according to the 
same principles as costs between attorney and client are taxed in a suit in 
the High Court of Chancery, and such costs may be recovered in the same 
manner as the costs of an action at law, or in such other manner as 
may be^ prescribed. 

XLir. If any petitioner in an election petition presented under this 
Act neglect or refuse for the space of six months after demand to pay to 
any persons ummoned as a witness on his behalf, or to the respondent, any 
8um'«rertiiied'to be due to him for bis costs, charges, and expenses, and 
if such neglect orrefusal be, within one year after such demand, proved to 
the satisfrtction of the court of elections, in every such case every person 
who* has entered' into a recognizance relating to such petition under tlie 
provisions of this Act shall be held to have made default in his said 
recognizance, and the prescribed oflBcer shall thereupon certify such 
recognizance to be forfeited, and the same shall be dealt with in England 
in miknufiK ^rovidfid by the Act of the thirdi year of the reign oi King 
George the fourth, chapter forty^six, and ia. Ireland in manner provided 
by ''>Thft&nes>A0t {.Ireland)^ 1851." 

Punishment cf corrupt Practices. 

XLIir. .Wherft it is found^^ by the report of the judge upon an 
election, petition under, this Act, that bribery has been committed by or 
with the knowledge and consent of any candidate at an election, such. 
candidate shall be deemed to have been personally guilty of bribery at such 
election, and his election, if he has been elected, shall be void, and he 
shallbe incapabTe of being elected to and of sitting in the House of 
Commons duriiig the seven years next after the date of his being found 
guilty ; and he shall further be incapable during the said period of 
seven years — 

(].) Of being registered as a voter and voting at any election in the 
Uuited Kingdom; and. 

(2.) Of holding any office under the Act of the session of the fifth 
and sixth years of the reign of His Majesty King William the 
Fourth, chapter seventy-six, or of the session of the third and 
fourth years of the reign of Her present Majesty, chapter one 
hundred and eight, or any municipal office ; and 

(9.) Of holding any judicial office, and of being appointed and of 
acting as a justice of the peace. 

XLIY. If on the trial of any election petition under this Act anyi 
candidate is proved to have personally engaged at the election to which 
such petition relates as a canvasser or agent for the management of the 
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election, any person knowing that such person has within seven years 
preyious to such engagement been found guilty of any corrupt practice 
by any competent legal tribunal, or been reported guilty of any comipt 
practice by a committee of the House of Commons, or by the report of 
the judge upon an election petition under this Act, or by the report of 
commibsioiiers appointed in pursuance of the Act of the session of the 
fifteenth and sixteenth years of the reign of fler present Majesty* 
chapter fifty-seven, the election of such candidate shall be void. 

XLV. Any person, other than a candidate, found guilty of bribery 
in any proceeding in which after notice of the charge he has had an 
opportunity of being heard, shall, during the seven years next after the 
time at which he is so found guilty, be incapable of being elected to and 
sitting ill Parliament; and also be incapable— 

(1.) Of being registered as a voter and voting at any election in the 
united kmgdom ; and 

(2.) Of holding any ofBce under the Act of the session of the fifth 
and sixth years of the reign of Uis Majesty King William the 
Fourth, chapter seventy-six, or of the session of the third and 
fourth years of the reign of Her present Majesty, chapter one 
hundred and eight, or any municipal office ; and 

(3.) Of holding any judicial office, and of being appointed and of 
acting as a justice of the peace. 

XL VI. For the purpose of disqualifying, in pursuance of the thirty-sixth 
section of '♦ The Corrupt Practices Prevention Act, 1864," a member 
guilty of corrupt practices, other than personal bribery within the forty- 
Uiird section of this Act, the report of the judge on the trial of an election 
petition shall be deemed to be substituted for the declaration of an 
election committee and the said section shall be construed as if 
the words " reported by a judge on the trial of an election petition " 
were inserted therein in the place of the words " declared by an election 
committee." 

XLVII. If at any time after any person has become disqualitied by 
virtue of this Act, the witnesses, or any of them, on whose testimony 
8uch person shall have so become disqualified, shall, upon the prosecution 
of such person, be convicted of peijury in respect of such testimony, it 
■hall be lawful for such person to move the Court to order, and the Court 
shall, upon being satisfied that such disqualification was procured by 
reason of peijnry, order, that such disqualification shall thenceforth cease 
and determine, and the same shall cease and determine accordingly. 

Miscellaneoua. 

XLVIII. If any returning officer wilfully delays, neglects, or refuses 
duly to return any person who ought to be returned to serve in Parliament 
for any county or borough, such person may, in case it has been deter- 
mined on the hearing of an election petition under this Act that such 
person was entitled to have been returned, sue the officer having so 
wilfully delayed, neglected, or refiised duly to make such return at his 
election in any of Her Majesty's Courts of record at Westminster, and 
shall recover double the damages he has sustained by reason thereof; 
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together with full costs of suit; provided such action be commenced 
within one year after the commission of the Act on which it is grounded, 
or within six months after the conclusion of the trial relating to such 
election. 

XL IX. In reckoning time for the purposes of this Act, Sunday, 
Christmas Day, Good Friday , and any day set apart for a public fast or 
public thanksgiving shall be excluded. 

L. From and after the next dissolution of Parliament no election or 
return to Parliament shall be questioned except in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act, but until such dissolution, elections and return 
to Parliament may be questioned in manner heretofore in use. 

LI. Where an election petition under this Act complains of the con- 
duct of a returning officer, such returning officer shall for all the purposes 
of this Act, except the admission of respondents in his place, be deemed 
to be a respondent. 

LI I. A petition under this Act complaining of no return maybe 
presented to the Court, and shall be deemed to be an election petition 
within the meaning of this Act, and the Court may make such order 
thereon as they think expedient for compelling a return to be made, or 
may allow such petition to be heard by the judge in manner herein-before 
provided with respect to ordinary election petitions. 

LI II. On the trial of a petition under this Act complaining of an 
undue return and claiming the seat for some person, the respondent 
may give evidence to prove that the election of such person was 
undue in the same manner as if he had presented a petition com- 
plaining of such election. 

LIV. From and after the next dissolution of Parliament the Acts 
contained in the schedule hereto are repealed so far as relates to 
elections and petitions to the extent therein mentioned; provided 
that such repeal shall not affect the validity or invalidity of any- 
thing already done or suffered, or any offence already committed, or 
any remedy or proceeding in respect thereof, or the proof of any 
past act or thing. 

LV. The additional puisne judge appointed under this Act to 
each of the Courts of Queen's Bench, the Common Pleas, and the 
Exchequer in England shall, as to rank, salary, pension, attendant 
officers, jurisdiction, and all other privileges and duties as a judge, 
stand in the same position as the other puisne judges of the court 
to which he is attached. 

Any puisne judge of the said courts appointed in pursuance of or 
after the passing of this Act shall be authorized to sit, and shall, when 
requested by the Lord Chancellor, sit as a judge of the court of 
probate and court of marriage and divorce or of the admiralty 
court. 

LVI. If upon a petition to the House of Commons, presented

Be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty^ by and with 
the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this, present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, as follows.: 

L This Act shall be cited' for all purposes as " Tlie Representation 
of the People Act, 1867." 

II. This Act shall not apply to Scotland or Ireland^ nor in. anywise 
afiect the election of members to serve in Parliamefit for the Universities 
of Oxford or Cambridge,

V. Every man shall, in and after the year One thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty -eight, be entitled to be registered as a voter, and when 
registered, to vote for a member or members to serve in Parliament for 
a County, who is qualified as follows; (that is to say,) 

I. Is of full age, and not subject to any legal incapacity, and is 
seised at law or iu equity of any lands or tenements of freehold, 
copyhold, or any other tenure whatever, for his own life, or for 
the life of another, or for any lives whatsoever, or for any larger 
estate of the clear yearly valu* of not less than five pounds 
over and above all rents and charges payable out of or in re- 
spect of thesame, or who is entitled, either as lessee or assignee, 
to any lauds or tenements of freehold or of any other tenure 
whatever, for the unexpired residue, whatever it may be, of any 
term originally created for a period of not less than sixty years 
(whether determinable on a life or lives or not), of the clear 
yearly value of not less than five pounds over and above all 
rents and charges payable out of or in respect of the same : 
Provided that no person shall be registered as a voter under this section 
unless he has complied with the provisions of the twenty-sixth section 
of the Act of the second year of the Reign of His Majesty William the 
Fourth, chapter forty-five. 

VI. Every man shall, in and after the year One thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-eight, be entitled to be registered as a voter, and, 
when registered, to vote for a member or members to serve in Parliament 
for a county, who is qualified as follows ; (that is to say,) 

J. Is of full age, and not subject to any legal incapacity ; and 

9. Is on the last day of July in any year, and has during the twelve 
months immediately preceding been, the occupier, as owner 
or tenant, of lands or tenements, within the county, of the 
rateable value of twelve pounds or upwards ; and 

8. Has during the time of such occupation been rated in respect to 
the premises so occupied by him to all rates (if any) made for 
the relief of the poor in respect of the said premises ; and 

4. Has on or before the 20th day of July in the same year paid all 
poor rates that have become payable by him in respect of 
the said premises up to the preceding fifth day of January, 

VII. Where the owner is rated at the time of the passing this Act 
to the poor rate in respect of a dwelling house or other tenement situate 
in a parish wholly or partly in a borough, instead of the occupier, his 
liability to be rated in any future poor rate shall cease, and the following 
enactments shall take efiect with respect to rating in all boroughs : 

1* After the passing of this Act no owner of any dwelling house or 
other tenement situate in a parish either wholly or partly 
within a borough shall be rated to the poor rate instead of the 
occupier, except as hereinafter mentioned : 

2. The full rateable value of eveiy dwelling house or other separate 
tenement, and the full rate in the pound payable by tfce 
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occupier, and the name of the occupier, shall be entered in the 
rate book : 
Where the dwelling house or tenement shall be wholly let out in apart- 
ments or lodging not separately rated, the owner of such dwelling house 
or tenement shall be rated in respect thereof to the poor rate: 
Provided as follows : 

(1.) That nothing in this Act contained shall affect any composi- 
tion existing at the time of the passing of this Act, so 
nevertheless that no such composition shall remain in 
force beyond the twenty-ninth day of September next : 
(2.) That nothing herein contained shall affect any rate made 
previously to the passing of this Act, and the powers 
conferred by any subsisting Act for the purpose of col- 
lecting and recovering a poor rate shall remain and 
continue in force for the collection and recovery of any 
such rate and composition : 
(3.) That where the occupier under a tenancy subsisting at the 
time of the passing of this Act of any dwelling house or 
other tenement which has been let to him free from rates 
is rated and has paid rates in pursuance of this Act, he 
may deduct from any rent due or accruing due from him 
in respect of the said dwelling house or other tenement 
any amount paid by him on account of the rates to which 
he may be rendered liable to this Act. 

VIII. Where any occupier of a dwelling house or other tenement 
(for which the owner at the time of the passing of this Act is rated or is 
liable to be rated) would be entitled to be registered as an occupier in 

gursuance of this Act at the tirst registration of Parliamentary voters to 
e made after the year One thousand eight hundred and sixty -seven if 
he had been rated to the poor-rate for the whole of the required period, 
such occupier shall, notwithstanding he may not have been rated prior 
to the 29th day of September One thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
seven as an ordinary occupier, be entitled to be registered, subject to the 
following conditions : 

1. That he has been duly rated as an ordinary occupier to all poor 

rates in respect ot the premises after the liability of the owner 
to be rated to the poor rate has ceased, under the provisions of 
this Act : 

2. That he has on or before the twentieth day of July One thousand

IX. At a contested election for any county or borough represented 
by three members no person shall vote for more than two candidates. 

X. At a contested election for the City of London no person shall

XI. No elector who within six months before or during any election 
for any county or borough shall have been retained, hired, or employed 
for all or any of the purposes of the election for reward by or on behalf 
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of any candidate at such election as agent, canvasser, clerk, messenger, 
or in other like employment,- shall be entitled to vote- at-'Siiehx election, 
and if he shall so vote, he shall be guilty of a misderaeaasr*.

REGISTRATION OF VOTERS. 

XXX. The following Regulations shall In and after the year One 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-eight be observed with respect to 
the registration of voters : 

1. The overseers of every parish or township shall make out or 
cause to be made out a list of all persons on whom a right 
to vote for a county in respect of the occupation of premises 
is conferred by this Act, in the same manner, and subject to 
the same regulations, as nearly as circumstances admit, in 
and subject to which the overseers of parishes and townships 
in boroughs are required by the Registration Acts to make 
out or cause to be made out a list of all persons entitled to 
vote for a member or members for a borough in respect of 
the occupation of premises of a clear yearly value of not 
less than ten pounds : 

2. The claim of every person desirous of being registered as a 
voter for a member or members to serve for any borough 
in respect of the occupation of lodgings shall be in the 
form numbered I. in Schedule (G.) or to the like effect, 
and shall have annexed thereto a declaration in the form 
and be certified in the manner in the said schedule men- 
tioned, or as near thereto as circumstances admit; and 
evey such claim shall after the last day of July and on or 
before the twenty -fifth day of August in any year be 
delivered to the overseers of the parish in which tuch 
lodgings shall be situate, and the particulars of such claim 
shall be duly published by such overseers on or before 
the first day of September next ensuing in a separate 
list, according to the form numbered 2, in the said 
Schedule (G.) : 

So much of section 18, of the Act of the session of the sixth 
year of the reign of Her present Majesty, chapter eighteen, 
as relates to the manner of publishing lists of claimants 
and to the delivery of copies thereof to person^ requiring 
the same, shsll apply to every such claim and list; and 
all the provisions of the S8th and 39th sections of the 
same Act with respect to the proof of the claims of persona 
omitted from the lists of voters, and to objections thereto, 
and to the hearing thereof, shall, so far as the same are 
apiilicable, apply to claims and objections, and to the hearing 
thereof, under this section. 

XXXI. The word "expenses*' contained in the sections fifty-fonr 
'and fifty-five of the said Registration Act of the session of the sixth 
year of the reign of Her present Migesty, chapter eighteen, shall be 
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deemed to and shalli nolude and applj to uU proper and reasonable 
fees and charges of any clerk of the peace of any county, or of any 
towu clerk of any city or borough, to be hereafter made or charged 
by him in any year for his trouble, care, and attention in the 
performance uf the services and duties imposed upon him by the 
same Act or by this Act, in addition to any money actually paid 
or disbursed by him for or in respect of any such services or duties 
as aforesaid. 

XXXII. Whereas several of the hundreds mentioned in the third 
eolumn of the said Schedule (D.), and therein assigned to Mid 
JAncolnahire, are situate in the parts of Lindsey, and others are 
situate in the parts of KesleveUt and the liberty of Lincoln consisting 
of the city and the county of the city of Lincoln is situate partly 
in the parts of Lindsey and partly in the parts of Kesteven, and there 
are separate clerks of the peace for the said parts of Lindsey and 
Kesteven: in forming the register for the said division of Mid 
Lincolnshire the clerk of the peace of the parts of Lindsey shall do 
and perform all such duties as are by law required to be done by 
clerks of the peace in regard to such of the hundreds t^signed to 
Mid Lincolnshire as aforesaid as are situate within the said parts 
of Lindsey t and in regard to so much of the liberty of Lincoln 
aforesaid as is situate within the said parts of Lindsey; and the 
elerk .of the peace of the parts of Kesteven shall do and perform all 
such duties as are by law required to be done by clerks of the 
peace in regard to such of the said hundreds as assigned to Mid 
Lincolnshire as aforesaid as are situate within the said parts of 
Kesteven^ and in regard to so much of the liberty of Lincoln aforesaid 
as is situate within t^e said parts of Kesteven. 



PLACES FOR ELECTION, AND POLLING PLACES. 

XXXIII. The court for the election of members for each of the 
divisions mentioned in the second column of the said Schedule (D.) 
shall be holden at the places named for that purpose in the fourth 
eolumn of the same schedule. 

XXXIV. In every county the justices of the peace having Juris- 
diction therein or in the larger part thereof, assembled at some 
court of general or quarter sessions, or at some adjournment 
thereof, held after the passing of this Act, may if they think convenience 
requires it. divide sunh county into polling districts, and assign to 
each district a polling place, in such manner as to enable each voter, 
so far as practicable, to have a polling place within a convenient

XYIII. Where a municipal borough forms part of a parliamentary 
Ikozough .the town clerk of such municipal borough shall be deemed to 
kbe Uie town clerk within the meaning of the thirty-fourth section d 
the Bepresentation of the People Act, 1867, and ^e Acts relating to 
registration. 

Tire localatrthcritywithin'themeaiiiDgof the same section, in boroughs 
T^iere the town council is not the local authority, shall be the Justices ef 
tire Peace of the Petty -Bessroual Division in which such borough is 
situate, -or if such borough be situate in or comprise more than ofie 
Pretty Sessional Division then the Justices in general or quarter seesioss 
having 'Jiirisdicfiomorer such Borough or the greater part thereof in aren. 

The power of dividing their county into polKng districts, and assign^ 
nrg to eadh district a poITing place, rested in the Justices of the Feaee 
by the said thirty-ftmrth section of the Bepresentation of the People Acf^ 
1867, may be exercised by such Justices from time to time and as ofleit 
as they think -fit; and the said power Of dividing a county into polling 
districts shall be deemed to include the power of altering any poQxiig 
district or polling districts. 
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XIX. In the lists and register of voters for a coanty the names of tlie 
persons iu any parish or township ou whom a right to vote for a coanty 
in respect of the occapation of premises in such parish or township is 
ooufen-ed by the Representation of the People Act, 1867, shall appear in a 
separate lisf after the list of voters in such parish or township otherwise 
qualified, and such separate list shall be deemed to be part of the lists 
of coanty voters of such parish or township, and shall be annually made 
anew by the overseers of such parish or township, subject to this proviso, 
that the revising barrister shall erase from the separate list of such 
occupiers as aforesaid all persons who appear to him from the aeeom- 
panying lists to be entitled to vote in the same polling district in respect 
of some other qualification to which no objection is made, except in 
eases where any person whose name is about to be erased object to the 
erasure, in which case such person shall be deemed to have given due 
notice of his claim to have his name inserted in the list of occapiers, 
and shall be dealt with accordingly. 

XK. Notwithstanding anything contained in the thirtieth section of 
the Representation of the People Act, 1867, and the thirty-eighth section of 
the principal Act therein referred to, the names of the persons in any 
parish or township on whom a right to vote for a member or members 
to serve for any borough in respect of the occupation of lodgings is con- 
ferred by the Representation of the People Act, 1867, shall, in lists and 
registers of voters for such boroughs, appear in a separate list.

XXII I. Whereas it is expedient to provide a summary remedy for the 
recovery by town clerks and returning officers of sums of money dne to 
them in respect of expenses incurred in pursuance of the Registration 
Acts, be it enacted, that if the overseers of any parish or township refase 
or neglect to pay to the town clerk or returning officer of any borough, 
out of the first monies to be collected for the relief of the poor, any con- 
tribution or sum required to be paid to him by the fifty-fifth section of 
the principal Act, or any Act amending the same, or any part of such 
contribution or sum, it shall be la?rful for any Justice of die peace tor 
the county or place within which such parish or township is wholly or 
in part situate, upon information and complaint in writing, and after 
seven days notice in writing to be served upon such overseers or one of 
fhem, by warrant under his hand to levy such cootribntion or sum by 
distress and sale of the goods of the offender or offenders, together with . 
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all costs occasioned by the making^ of such complaint, servioe of snoh 
summons and the obtaining and executing such warrant. 

XXIV. The third section of the said Act of the session of the fifth and 
sixth years of King William the Fourth, chupter 36, shall be repealed, 
and instead thereof be it enacted, **that the polling booths at each 
*^ polling place shall be so divided and arranged in compartments by th« 
*^ Sheriff or other returning officer that not more than five hundred 
'* electors shall be alloted to poll in each compartment." 

XXV. Where a borough is situated partly in pne circuit and partly 
in another, the Judge of the circuit in which the greater part in extent of 
such borough is situate shall appoint the revising banister for such 
borough. 

XXVI . If, in pursuance of any Act passed during the last or present 
session of parliament any alteration is made affecting the divisions of 
any county tbe clerk of the peace of such county or the revising barrister 
shall amend any copies of registers, lists, claims, or objections submitted 
to him in such manner as to make the same conformable to the altera- 
tions so made by Act of parliament. 

If the Justices of the peace in any county have by any order of session 
made before such Act was passed divided such county into polling 
districts, and assigned to each district a polling place, and named the 
polling places at which the revising barristers are to hold their courts, 
such order shall be as valid to all intents and purposes as if it had been 
made after the passing of such Act. 

XXVII. From and after the passing of this Act a returning officer

1. It shall be lawful for such Electors, in lieu of attending to vote in 
person, to nominate any other elector or electors of the same University, 
competent to make the declaration hereinafter mentioned, to deliver for 
them at the poll voting papers containing their votes, as by this Act pro- 
vided. Every such voting paper shall bear date subsequently to notice 
given by the returning ofBcer of the day for proceeding to election, and 
shall contain the name or names of the candidate or candidates thereby 
Toted for, and the name or names of the elector or electors authorised on 
behalf of the voter to tender such voting paper at tbe poll, and shall be 
according to the form or to the effect prescribed in the schedule to this 
Act annexed. Such voting paper, tbe aforesaid date and names being

An Act to amend the Law relating to the use of Voting Papers in Ehdions 
for the Universities, 3Ut July, 1868. 

Whereas bj an Act passed in the session holden in the twenty-fourth 
and twenty-fifth years of the Beign of Her present Majesty, chapter fifty- 
three, intituled An Act to provide that Votes at Elections for tJie Universities 
may be recorded by means of voting papers^ it is provided that at the 
Elections for burgesses to serve in Parliament for the Universities of 
Oxford f Cambridge, and Dublin Votes may be given by means of voting 
papers ; but it is by the said Act provided that no Voting Paper shall 
be received or recorded unless the person tendering the same shall make 
the following Declaration, which he shall sign at the Foot or Back 
thereof : 

" I solemnly declare that I am personally acquainted with A.B. [th€ 
Voter"] J and I verily believe that this is the paper by which he intends 
to vote, pursuant to the provisions of the Universities Election Act.'* 

And whereas by virtue of the Representation of the People Act, 1867, 
the said first-mentioned Act applies to every election of a member for 
the University of London, 

And whereas it is expedient to amend the said first-mentioned Act so 
lar as respects the said recited declaration : 

Be it enacted by the Queen's most excellent Majesty, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Lords spiritual and tempored, and Commons, 
in this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 

I. From and after the passing of this Act the said recited form of 
declaration shall not be required, and there shall be substituted in place 
thereof the form of declaration following ; that is to say, — 

" I solemnly declare that I verily believe that this is the paper by 
which A.B. Ithe voter] intends to vote pursuant to the provisions of the 
« Universities Election Acts 1861 and 1868."* 

II. The second section of the said first-mentioned Act shall, in reference 
to the university of London^ be construed as if the words * in the manner 
heretofore used ' were omitted therefrom. 

III. A voting paper for the election of any burgess or member to serre 
in Parliament for any universities or university in respect of which the 
provisions of the said first-mentioned Act may for the time being be in 
force, may be signed by a voter being in one of the Channel Islands in 
the presence of the following officers ; that is to say, 

1. In Jersey and Guernsey, of the Bailiffs or any Lieutenant Bailiff, 

Jurat, or Jnge d'Instruction. 

2. In Aldemeyy of the Judge of Aldemey, or any Jurat. 
8. In Sarkf of the seneschal or deputy seneschd. 

And for the purpose of certifying and attesting the signature of sueb 
voting paper, each of the said officers shall have all ^e powers of a 
justice of the peace under the first-mentioned Act, and a statement of 
the official quality of such officer shall be a sufficient statement of quality 
in pursuance of the provisions of the said Act. 

IV. This Act may be cited for all purposes as " The Univenitiei 
Elections Act, 1868,'' and the said first-mentioned Act and this Act maj 
be cited together as **The Uniyersity Eleetion Act, I86I and 1868."

I. ON THE QUALIFICATION OF COUNTY ELECTORS. 
Partnership Shares in Freehold. 

Seyeral persons joined in a partnership, to carry on trade in a fulling 
mill. Money was subscribed by all the partners, with part of which 
freehold land was bought, which was conveyed to trustees; with the 
other part, a mill was built on this land, and machinery for the mill was 
purchased. By a partnership deed, executed by the trustees and all the 
partners, the trusts of the laud, mill, &c. were declared to be (among 
others), that the trustees should stand seised and possessed of all the 
estates, property, goods, &c. upon trust, for the benefit of themselves and 
their partners, as part of their partnership joint stock in trade. There 
was a provision in the deed, that the trustees might borrow money, upon 
mortgage of the stock, property, estate, &c. belonging to the copartner- 
ship ; and it was declared that the land, mill, &c. should be deemed and 
eonsidered as, or in the nature of, personal estate, and not real estate, 
and be held in trust for the partners, as part of their partnership stock 
in trade. The trustees had, under the power of the deed, borrowed 
money, for the purposes of the partnership, for which they had given 
bonds and notes, in their own names, not having mortgaged any part of 
the partnership property. Heldj That each partner had an interest in 
realty, and having an amount of shares sufficient for the purpose, was 
entitled to vote for the county. Held also, That the money, borrowed by 
the tmstees, had not the effect of mortgages on the shares of the part- 
ners.

If 
under the deed they take only an interest in the jorfnt stock and net 
profits, the land being held by trustees and managed t>y a committee, 
they have not such an estate at larw or in equity as^ to etftiUTe them to 
vote.

The ficelesiasflieaf ConnnlBsioBen 
paid j£.I50 a year, and the governors of Queen Anne's Bounty ribcpwii 
£.50 a year out of iS.475 charged on the tithes of St. Andrew, Underahaft, 
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in the Cily. Fees were received in respect of marringes, &'C. peifortted 
in his church, and the income from this source was more than 40«. a 
year. He also received more than 40». a year from hurials in Bow 
Cemetery, of persons dying within his district ; a title to the latter fees 
wag not produced. Nor was he in receipt of any income from the letting 
of pews. Held, That the appellant was not entitled to vote in right of 
his oflSce of perpetual curate, irrespective of the source from which the 
income of his office was derived ; and further, that he was not by virtue 
of his office entitled at law or in equity to a freehold estate in lands or 
tenements, in the same parish as that for which he claimed to be 
registered, of the dear yearly value of 40s. Kirton and Dear, November 
28, 1869. 

Freehold premmed Jrom Posnsaion. 

Tenements, held by burgage tenure, in the ancient borough of Kendal, 
it not being shewn that the freehold is in another, entitle the holder in 
possosaion to vote for the county. Btuher and Thomas. Lut. I. p. 001. 

Freeholds for Life, —Charities. 

The bedesmen of Lord Bvrghley*s Hospital^ Stamford Baron, North- 
ampton, are entitled to be registered, as having equitable estates of free- 
hold in their respective rooms. Simpson and Wilkinson, Lut. I. p. 168. 
B. & A. p. 808. 

The inmates of Jesus Hospital, Rothwell, Northampton, are not enti- 
tled to vote for the county, as their respective estates or interests are held 
during the pleasure of the governors, according to the by-laws, made 
under the powers of letters patent, dated 38th Elizabeth. Davis and 
WaddingUm, Lut. I. p. 109. B. & A. p. 299. 

The inmates of Shrewsbury Hospital, Sheffield, are not entitled to be 
registered for the county of Nottingham, not having equitable estates of 
sufficient value therein to confer the franchise ; and held, by Erie, J., 
that they have no equitable estate in land, but only an interest in money.

The *^ Beadsmen of Daventry** have equitable estates in land, but not 
to the value of 10/. per annum each, and are not entitled to be registered 
as holding any '* benefice or office,** within the meaning of the 18 s.

The fellows of Lincoln College, Oxford, are not entitled to be regis- 
tered for the county of Durham, inasmuch as the annual value of their 
equitable estates in land, within that county, is not 10/. and they do not 
come within the exception of the 18 s. of the Reform Act, as coming to 
an estate by devise, or holding a benefice or office. West and Rohson, 
K. & G. p. 141. 

The members of the Hospital of Gilbert, Earl of Shrewsbury, at 
Sheffield, have neither a legal nor an equitable freehold interest in the 
rooms occupied by them, and are not entitled to vote for the county.

The preachers and lay clerks and bell ringer of Canterbury Cathedral 
have not an interest in land to entitle them to vote for tho county in 
respect of their stipend paid out of the Cathedral fund, derived wholly or 
m part from land.

Occupaiion *^iu Tenant,'* or **as Owner,** 

An officer, in the service of the Goyemment, occnpying, as such, a 
house, rent free, in part remuneration for his services, is a tenant of 
such house. Hughes and The Overseen of Chatham, Lut. I. p. 01. 
B. & A. 61. 

The Surgeon of Greenwich Hospital is not entitled to be registered, in 
respect of the occupation of the apartments assigned to him, either as 
owner or tenant Dohson and Jones. Lut. I. p. 105. B. & A. 243. 

Nor are the Military Knights of Windsor, in respect of their residenoea 
Heartley find Banks, K. G. p. 219. 

Nor the Brethren of Leicester Hospital, in respect of their chambers. 
Heath and Haynes, K. & G. p. 99. 

The lay clerks of Windsor have not the right of voting npon the facts 
stated in the case, as they do not shew an occupation either as owners or 
as tenants of the houses they have the option of occupying under their 
appointments. Bridgewater and Dvrrant, K. & G. p. 377. 

If the occupation is as servant, it is not an occupation as tenant, 
though rent be paid. The hall-keeper of the Guildhall of ^. is a servant 
of the Corporation, occupying premises belonging to the Corporation, 
for which he pays no rent, but pays the rates and taxes, residence being 
necessary to the discharge of his duties. Heldy That he did not occupy 
as tenant. Clarke and The Overseers of 8t, Mary, Bury 8t. Sdmunds, 
K. & G. p. 90. 

Six person^, members of a political association, were joint lessees of 
a house, for which they alone were liable for the rent There was no 
mention in thd lease of the purposes for which the premises were to be 
used, but they were used by all the members of the Association, and the 
rent and servants' wages were paid out of its common funds. Held, That 
the lessees occupied the premises as tenants, and that the other mem- 
hers of the association were not in joint occupation of the premises. 
Luckett and Bright, Lut. I. p. 456. B. & A. p. 737. 

A. being the lessee of a house and mill, took into partnership three 
persons, all of whom resided with A. upon the premises. Each paid 
one fourth of the expenses, and received one fourth of the profits, the 
-rent to the lessor being paid out of the partnership funds. Held, That 
each was entitled to be registered in respect of the occupation, as tenant, 
of one undivided fourth part of the premises. Rogers and Harvey, K. 
& G. p. 169. 

The Rating of Lodgers, 

A honse in Queen-street, Sunderland, contains six rooms, and each 
room is let to a separate tenant Neither the landlord nor any one 
representing him resides on the premises. Previously to the passing of 
the Beform Act of 1867, the owner paid all rates ; but since then the 
overseers have rated each occupier separately. The question was, 
whether this was right, and it depended upon the construction of the 
seventh section of the Act, which is in effect that where any dwelling- 
house or tenement shall be wholly let out in apartments or lodgings, not 
separately rated, then the owner shall be rated. The court unanimoaslj 
held that the occupiers were not entitled to be severally rated, and that 
|ha rats should be made out in the name <^ the landlord. 
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The Olainu of Women to Vote, 
The revising barrister had expunged the names of 5,346 femnle claimants 
from the list, and the leading counsel for the appellant, contended that 
women had a right to the franchise, which they exercised in ancient times, 
and which modem legislation had not taken from them. The Lead Chief 
Justice and the other judges delivered separate judgments, and tliey nil 
agreed that there was not sufficient authority for saying thnt by tiie com- 
mon law women had had a right to vote for members of Parliament. In 
his (the Chief Justice's; opinion, the Beform Act of 1807, in snying that 
men should vote although considered in conjunction with Sir J olin Homilly's 
Act, did not entitle women to vote. The term men in the Reform Act did 
not include women : and even if it did, then women would come wirhin 
the term " incapacitated.'* The decision of the revising barrister refusing 
the vote should be affirmed. Mr Justice Byles said that he hoped that 
their unanimous decision, coupled with the unanimous decision of the 
Court of Session in Scotland, would for ever exercise and lay this ghost 
of a doubt which ought never to have risen. 

Holding under the same Landlord. 

The landlord of premises, demised from year to year to the claimant, 
during the demise, and before the 3 1st of July, sells a part of them to a 
third person. This does not destroy the claimant's right to vote, as 
holding under the same landlord during the period required. Smerdon 
and Tucker, K. & G. p. 805. 

Meaning of " Other Building.** 

A room in a factory, being a distinct and separate portion thereof, is 
" a building," within the meaning of the statute 2nd William IV., cap. 
45. Wright and The Town Clerk of Stockport, Lut. I. p. 32. B. & A. 
p. 39. So, also, two rooms in a house, over which the occupier had 
exclusive control. Toms and Lvckett. Lut. II. p. 19. 

A cow-house, substantially built of stone, with a tiled roof, having a 
door, with lock and key, and suitable for the purposes for which it is 
used, is a building within the meaning of the words, "other building." 
Whitmore and Town Clerk ofWenlock. Lut. I. p. 10. 

A building, containing a ground floor used as a cow-house, and an 
npper chamber, having a fire-place and a window, furnished with 
a bed and chairs where a party resided and slept, is a *' house** 
within the statute. Nunn and Denton. Lut. I. p. 178. B. & A. p. 
324. 

A shed, standing against the wooden paling of a wharf, but not 
fastened thereto, having a tarpauling roof supported by six posts put 
into the ground, and one of its sides boarded up, used for putting 
barrows, hoops, &c. into, is a ''building." Watson and Cotton. Lut. 
II. p. 53. 

A claimant cannot join together two separate buildings, in order to 
make up the value required to confer a vote for a city or borough under 
the 27th section of the Beform Act. Dewhvrst and Fielden. Lut. I. p. 
274. B. & A. p. 439. 

A house and shop, not within the same curtilage, cannot be joined 
together so as to make one entire qualification. PowtU and Price, 
Lut. I. p. 586. 

A two-stalled stable with hay-loft over, annexed to which but at a 
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lower elevatioD, is another brick buildiiig, to whkh again is anBexed a 
wooden bnilding diWded into Uunee eompartmenta, all wbieh, and de 
two brick bailding»» open into the aase yard, form one continaoaa 
stmcture under the aame roof^ and, therefore, conetitate a ^ b nilding , " 
Pownall and Dawvm, Lot. II. p. 177. See also JeUffe and £m». 
LuT II. p. 90. 

Part of a boose withoat any astnal soneranee need and «ecapwd as m 
residence does not confer a title to vote, as the sabfeet of Ihe ocisBpatian 
is not '* a hoase,*' bnt only ** part oCa honae.** CookvoA Mumper. £. 
& G. p. 413, and Wilmm and Eoberts, K. & 6. p. 340. 

Where the faets shewed an ** actual seTenaaoe," the premises eonstitated

" Clear yearly veHueJ* 

Whether premises are of the " clear yeariy^ralne of- J6J0" is « question 
of fact for the determination of the Revising Barrister. Per Erie, «/. the 
fair principle in ascertaining the value is to inquire what the premises 
would let for to a tenant, and deduct (herefrom what a tenant would 
ordinarily have to pay. Coogan And Luckeli. Lot. J. p. 447. B. & 
A. p. 716. 

The fair annual rent of premises is the proper criterion of their " clear 
yearly value,** without making any deductions for landlord's repairs or 
insurance. ColviUe and Wood. Lux. I. p. 483. B. & A. p. 721. 

Bending itUkin seven miles. 

A freeman resided with his wife and family, and carried on business 
at Gloucester, more than seven miles from Tewkesbury, but in order to 
obtain a vote for the borough, he paid 9</. per week for the use of a 
famished bedroom and a closet at a friend's house at Tewkesbury. He 
had the key between January and Jnly, during which time he slept in the 
bedroom twelve times, and in the course of the year between fifteen and 
twenty times, but he never took his meals in the house, except as a 
guest. Heidi That he had not resided in Tewkesbury within the meaning 
of the statute. WHthom and Thomas. Lut. I. p. 125. B. & A. p. 
259. 

Place of abode no part of qualification. 

The place of abode of a voter is no ,part of his qualification. Per

Parochial Belief, 
A Treeman excused from -payment of poor rate on the ground of 
poverty, is not disqualified as having received parochial relief or alms, 
wiibin the meaning of the 36th section of the Beform Act. MashUer 
and Town Clerk of Lancaster. Lut. II. p. 113. 
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M. S., on the list of voters for the borough of Northallerton, was 
called upon to shew cause before the Board of Guardians why he should 
not be ordered to maintain his father, a pauper in the workhouse, and 
he arranged to contribute Is, 6d, per week towards his support, the parish 
bearing what other cost was entailed. Objected, that, as the son was 
leg^ally bound to maintain his father, the cost borne by the parish was 
** parochial relief" to the son. The Revising Barrister held that the 
voter was not disqualified by the provisions of the 36th section of the 
Reform Act, and the Court confirmed the decision, without argument.—

To take the benefits of an Incorporated Charity as one entitled 
permanently to share in its revenues and advantages, is not a receiving 
of alms so as to disqualify from voting.

Freemen and Liverymen of the City of London admitted to their free- 
dom by purchase since the Ist of March, 1831, are entitled to be 
registered, notwithstanding the proviso in the 32nd section of the 
Reform Act, which applies only to Burgesses or Freemen in other cities 
or boroughs.

Voters in respect of reserved rights of voting. 

To entitle a person to vote as aii inhabitant householder, potwaller, or 
scot and lot voter under the Beform Act, he must retain the identical 
qualification which he had when that statute passed.

IlL ON THE REGISTRATION OF ELECTORS. 

Notice of Claim, — Signature of Claimant. 
A notice of claim need not necessarily bear the personal signature of 
the claimant, if it be signed in his name ; and should the Overseers accept 
the notice, by publishing the name in the list of claimants, no objection 
can be raised before the Revising Barrister as to the validity of the 
notice.

Whether the description of a qualification in the register is sufficient 
for the purpose of being identified, is a question of fact for the determi* 
nation of the Revising Barrister, and his decision thereon conclusive.

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A claimant, having no fixed place of abode, and Tor several years 
having been travelling abroad, stated his "place of abode" as " travel- 
ling abroad:" Held sufficient.

The place of abode of a voter is no part of his qaaHfieatnm, and can 
be amended by the Revising Barrister under the 40th section of 'the 
Registration Act Boroughf Case.

The nature of a qualification described as ** £.60 occupier," shouM 
have been corrected by the Revising Barrister to "'farm as occupier," 
and the claimant's name not expunged 'from the list.

Where a borough qualification was in respect of the occupation of two 
houses in suceeasion, and described. in the . third. cohmia as **hou0e," the 
situation of both the houses beiiig given in the fourth, it was held to. he 
a sufficient description, oc, at all events, one that the Revising Barrister 
rcould correct to " houses acciqned in immediate succesaion." Hkchins

In stating the natitre oi a ▼ oter's qualification in a city or borough, 
whan the right .of voting depends on priifieity, it ia i»nly neoestaiy tto

'another person, Heldf That it was not necessary to state the fact of the

A building, calculated for and once used as a dwelling-house, occupied 
by a tenant partly for warehousing goods, partly as a sale room, and the 
up-stairs apartments being used as workshops, is properly described as 
a " house " Daniel and CtmhHng, Lut.

"Part of a house," is a sufficient description of the nature of qiialili> 
cation of a borough voter, claiming in respect of the occnpation of* a 
portion of a house. Judson and Luckett, Lut. I. p. 4f^d. B fr A. 
p. 707. See Cook and Humber, K. & O. p. 418. 

A lessee was possessed of «• leasehold interest for more th«n sixty years 
in two houses in MaBchester, and prerious to the Act of IH67 he had 
▼oted for South-east Lancashire, because neither of his tenants being rated 
at so much as £.10 could vote for the city. Under the Aot of ie6'7, 
however, the tenants were entitled to vote as householders, and the 
question was whether the consequence of this was that the -lessee's name 
should be struck off the county list. The revising barrister decided that 
he had no right to a eounty vote. The court affirmed the decision bf the 
'barrister. C. v. J. 

Service of Notice of Claim on the Overseers of a District.

purporting to be copies of the register, are not necessarily copies " of 
,the register in force." Therefore, where the name of an elector who 
had signed notices of objection did not appear upon the latter but was 
upon the former, such notices were good. Brumfitt and JBremner 
K. & G. p. 852. 

Notice of Object tow. Form <f, 

A notice in the following form is a sufficient notice to a person that 
his vote for the County would be objected to : — " Take notice, that I 
object to your name being retained on the list of voters for the parish of 
,St. Thomas, New 8 arum t in the Southern Division of the County of Wilts," 
Lambert aud The Overseers of St, Thomas, New Sarum, Lut. J I. p. 222. 
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SpectftcatioH oj List to which Objection refers. 

Where in cities and boroughs the Overseers make out two lists 
of voters, a notice of objection to the Overseers must specify the par- 
ticular list to which it refers, even when the name of the party objected to 
appears on one list only.

The note at the foot of the Form, No. 8, Schedule B, ap^ilies only 
where the Overseers make out two lists, and does not apply to Form, No. 

Therefore, in the City of London, 
where the Overseers make out one list of voters and other lists are formed 
and published, it is not necessary to specify the list to which a notice of 
objection refers, either to che Overseers or to the party objected to.

Notice of objection to the Overseers and to the party objected to, 
must state the year of our Lord. Beenlen and Hockin, Lut. I. p. 526. 

Signature of Objector, 

An original notice of objection must be signed by the objector himself; 
and so, likewise, must the duplicate, if the notice be served by post, under 
the 100 8, of the Registration Act. Toms and Cuming. Lut. 1. p. 800.

To prove that the original duplicate notice sent hy the post was signed 
by the hand of the objector, it is sufficient to shew that the stamped 
duplicate notice was so signed by him.

intended to designate. By comparison of the notice, however, with the 
entry in the register.it could be easily understood. Hallam's case. The 
.same, where the post-office stamped duplicate only was produced. Aylan\$ 
case.

Ohfecior^s dMoription in Notice, 

The place of abode of an objector, as described on the register, was 
*** Cheltenham" only, while that given in his notice of objection was 
'•* 398, High Street, Cheltenham," his true place of abode : Held, A suffi- 
cient notice. Pruen and Cox, Lut. I p. 504. B. & A. p. 514. 

A notice of objection was signed J. F. **6f'5, Sherbome Street^ on the 
'list of voters for the parish of Cheltefiham:" HeldyThaX "5, Sherborne 
"Street," in the notice, meant **5, Sherborne Street, Cheltenham," and 
ytas sufficient. Sheldon and Fiatcher. Lut. '11. p. 11. 

It is sufficient if the place of abode, given by an ol^jector in his notice, 
'is the same as that given on the register, if it be his true place of abode. 
Gadshy and Warburtofu Lut. I. p. 156. B. & A. p. 272. 

A notice of objection, containing the true place of abede of the 
objector, though di£fering from that stated in the register, is a good 
.notice. Knowlea dXkd Brooking, Lut. I. p. 461. B. &A. p.'75d. And 
With and Adey, Lut. I. p. 481. B. & A. p. 782. 

An objector, described upon the register as of ** St. WooUas," gave 
"his place of abode, in his notice, as " The Oaks,"— ^*' on the register of 
voters for the parish of St. Woollas" — ^«fiJ,That the notice and register 
could not be coupled to supply the true place of abode, and that the 
notice was therefore insufficient. WooUett and Davis, Lut.1. p. 607, 

Where an objector has removed since registration, he must give his 
'true place of abode in his notice of objection, and not that appearing on 
the register.

An objector is bound to give in his notice of objection, his true place 
of abode, if he have two bondjide places of abode he may give either;

Tudball and 
The Toum Clerk of Bristol. Lut. I. p.*7. B. & A. p. 8. 

The register of voters for the borough of Lancaster is composed of 
Tour separate lists, — three of 102. householders, and one a list oifreemen. 
An objector, whose name appeared on the list of freemen, described 
himself as ** on the list of voters for the borough of Lancaster :" Held, 
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intuffldent, and that the defect was not such an " inaccurate description " 
u to come within 101st section. EtUworth and Farrer. Lut. T. p. 517. 
An objector on the " list of freemen entitled to vote in the election of 
Members for the city of Carlisle/' described himself, in bis notice, as 
being " on the list of voters for the city" only. It was objected, that as 
there was also a list, called the Freemen's roll for the city, used for 
municipal purposes, the notice was insufficient. Heldy That the notice 
sufficiently complied with the requirements of the statute. Feadon and 
Sawyer*, LuT. II. p. 246. 

In the borough of Bedford two lists are made out for the parish of Si, 
Paul — '*The £.\0 List, or New Qualification List," and 'The Reserved 
'* Right List" An objector, whose name appeared on the <£.\0 List, 
descrioed himself in a notice of objection as '* on the list of voters for 
** the parish of St, Paul" Held to be sufficient, " as he claims to be on 
" the list of voters in respect of a parish qualification.'' Samuel and 
Hitchmough. K. & O. p. 522. 

Where at Kiddemnruier there were separate lists with distinctive 
names and Overseers for distinct parts of the borough, and the objector 
described himself us ** on the list of persons entitled to vote in the 
election of a member for the Borough of Kidderminster in respect of 
property occupied within the Parish of Kidderminster." Held, an 
invalid notice. Crowther and Bradney* U. & P. vol. 1. 63. 

An objector described himself simply as "of Bony Cwry^,*' and the 
barrister held that the notice was bad on the face of it, and that it could 
not be made good by evidence or the fact that under the particular cir- 
cumstance the notice gave sufficient information as to the objector's 
address. The Court held that they could not say that the notice was 
bad on the face of it, especially as it might be implied from the case 
that it gave sufficient information. J. p. B. 

In a consolidated appeal from Lancashire, the question was raised 
whether, when objecting to a county vote, it must be stated in the notice, 
which was the list which it was objected to the same being on. The 
barrister held that this was not necessary, and he struck out the names 
objected to. The decision of the barrister confirmed. C. t;. J. 

A name was inserted in the list of iS.12 occupiers in respect of a house 
occupied in Derby Road, in the Liverpool district of Lancashire. 
The appellant gave him the following notice : — ** I hereby give you notice 
that I object to your name being retained on the South-West Division 
of the County of Lancaster." On behalf of the claimant it was con- 
tended that the notice was bad because it did not set out the ground of 
objection. On the other side it was argued that it was only the old 
voters already upon the register who were entitled to a notice of the 
nature of the objection taken; but that the jS. 12 occupiers who were 
placed on the list under the act of 1867 were there in the nature of 
** claimants " only ; and that as to them a general notice not stating the 
nature of the objection was sufficient. The barrister decided that the 
general notice was not sufficient, and he retained the name on the list. 
This was the decision now appealed against. The Lord Chief Justice 
said he was of opinion that the revising barrister was right in holding 
that the general notice was insufficient, inasmuch as the ground of objec- 
tion was not specifically stated. By the Registration Act of 1665 persons 
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on the register were entitled to have the objections against them specifi- 
cally stated) and the only exception to this rule was in the case of persons 
described as *' claimants." Looking at the general scope of the enactments 
upon this subject, it seemed to him that the appellant could not be con- 
sidered to be a " claimant," and therefore he was entitled to have the 
objection against him specifically stated. B. v. B. 

Service of Notice of Objection, 

A notice of objection to a county voter, addressed to " The Overseers 
of the Parish or Township of Bethersden," was duly received by post and 
published by the Overseers : Held, To be a good notice without naming 
the county according to the directions of the 101st section. Jones and 
Jnnons, K. & G. p. 2 1 ; and Goodsell and Innons. K. & G. p. 24. 

Service of a notice of objection upon one of the Overseers who had not 
signed the list, is a sufficient service upon all the Overseers of the parish. 
Beenlen and Hockin, Lut. I. p. 526. 

Service upon an Assistant Overseer, though he did not sign or take 
any part in making out the lists, is sufficient, if appointed to per- 
form ail the duties of an Overseer. Points and Attwood, Lut. II. p. 
177. 

If the Overseers publish the name of a person objected to against whom 
they had received a notice of objection, it must be assumed in tiie absence 
of evidence to the contrary, that the notice was received in due time. 
Goodsell and Innons* K. & G. p. 25. 

An agent on behalf of an objector went to a voter's place of abode as 
described in the list, between nine and ten o'clock in the evening of the 
25th of August, but being unsuccessful in his endeavours to make him- 
self heard, he left the notice inside the door of the house. The Revising 
Barrister considered the service to be sufficient. Heldj That the suffi- 
ciency of service of a notice is a question of fact for the Revising 
Barrister. Watson and Pitt. Lut. 11. p. 73. 

Post-office service of Notice of Objection* 

A notice of objection sent by the post under the provisions of the 
100th section of the 6th Vic. cap. 18, must have an "address" on the 
face, and a " direction" on the back, and the "duplicate" must corre- 
spond with the original in every particular required. Birch and Edwards, 
Lut. ILp, 37. 

But where a notice and duplicate to a borough voter had no address on 
the face, but was directed on the back, it was held to be a sufficient 
notice. Barclay and Parrott, K. & G. p. 59. 

A notice of objection was delivered open and in duplicate to a managing 
clerk at the post-office, and not to the post-master: Hetdf Sufficient 
service, and that a clerk to the post-master might execute all the duties 
of the post-master under the 100th section. Allan and fVaterhouse, 
LuT. I. p. 92. Cooper and Coates, B. & A. p. 229. 

If the post-master chose to receive a notice of objection after the hours 
appointed by the regulations of the post-office, and to go through the rest 
of the forms required^ service of such notice is not thereby invalidated. 
Hanwrford and fVhiteway, K. & G. p.' 65, 
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Service of a notioe of objection, posted on tbe 24th of August, and 
which ill due course of post should have been delivered on the 25thy is 
not informal by reason of the notice not having been delivered until the 
27th.. Also, that the lOOth section is applicable both to notices to Over- 
seers and to parties. Bishop and Helps, Lut. I. p. 353. B. & A. p. 572. 

The production of a properly stamqped duplicate notice of claim to the 
Overseers is sufficient evioence of posting in time, and in this respect 
there is not any distinction to be taken between a notice of objection 
and a notice of claim. Bay ley and the Overseers of Nantwieh, LuT. 
I. p. 365. B. & A. p. 642. 

Notices of objection Ut tfaeOveneen wete praved to have been eaelosed 
inrsn enveibpe addressed ** to tite Overseers '" of the proper paiieh, and 
sent by ordinary post aeeording'to s. lOl Registrsitieu Aet, and were duly 
received and pnblished. ffeM to be ' a saffieieaf proof of service by poet, 
and that the serriee of notiees by post opoii Overseers- need not be 
aoeordrng-to the statntory provisions of ». 100. Smith and Huffyett, end- 
Smith and James. K. & 6. p. 484. 

The production of adtiplieate notice- of ob^tion, bearing the poet- 
office dated stamp, is in all eases of notices served through tbe post, 
coDclnsive proof- of the service on the voter in the ordinary course -of 
post.

(38th and 39th Victoris, cap. 84.) 

An Actio regulate Ihe Expenses and to control the Charges of Metuming 
Officers at Parliamentary Elections, 

llSth August, 1876.^ 
Whbbeas it is expedient to amend the law relating to the expenses 
and charges of retarning officers at parliamentary elections : 

Be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Miyesty, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
in this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : 

Construction of Act, 

I. The Ballot Act, 1872, as modified by this Act shall be oonstmed 
as one Act. 

This Aot shall apply only to parliamentary elections. 

Payments to Returning Officers, 

II. The retarning officer at an election shall be entitled to his 
reasonable charges, not exceeding the sums mentioned in the first 
schedule to this Act, in respect of services and expenses of the several 
kinds mentioned in the said schedule, which have been properly rendered 
or incurred by him for the purposes of the election. 

The amount of such charges shall be paid by the candidates at the 
election in equal several shares, or where there is only one candidate, 
by such candidate. If a candidate is nominated without his consent, 
the persons by whom his nomination is subscribed shall be jointly and 
severally liable for the share of the charges for which he would be liable 
if he were nominated with his consent. 

A returning officer ehall not be entitled to payment for any other 
services or expenses, or at any greater rates than as in the said schedule 
aientioned, any law or usage to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Betuming Officer may require deposit or security. 

III. The returning officer, if be think fit, may as herein-after provided; 
require security to be given for the charges which may beoome payable 
tmder the provisions of this Act in respect of any election. 

The total amount of the security which may be required in respect. of 
til the candidates at an election shall not in any case exceed the sums 
prescribed in the third schedule of this Act. 

Where security is required by the returning officer it shall be appor- 
tioned and given as follows; viz., 

(I.) At the end of the two hours appointed for the election the 
returning officer shall forthwith declare the number of the 
candidates who then stand nominated, and shall, if there 
be more candidates nominated than there are vacancies to be 
filled up, apportion equally among them the total amount of 
the required security i 
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(2.) Within one hour after the end of the two hours aforesaid^ 
security shall be g^ven, by or in 'respect of -eaoh oandidate then 
standing nominated, for the amount so Apportioned to him : 
(8.) If in the case of any candidate security is noi given or tendered 
as herein mentioned, he shall be deemed to be withdrawn 
within. xhe provisions of the Ballot Act, 1872: 
(4.) A tender of security in respect of a candidate may~be made by 
>any, person: 

..{5^} Securify may be. given by deposit of any legal tender or of notes 
of any bank being commonly current in the county or borough 
■ fior .which the election is held, or, with, the consent of the 
returning officer^ in any other manner : 

.,(6.) .The balance (if any) of a deposit beyond the amount to which 
the returning officer is entitled in respect of any candidate 
shall be repaid to. the. person orpersons by whom the deposit 
was made.

IV. Within twenty-one days after the day on which the return is

.The rQOurt for; the purposes, of .this Act shall be in, the city of London 
the Lord Mayor's Court, and elsewhere in England the County Courts 
and in Ireland the Civil Bill Court, having jurisdiction at the place ot 
nomination for the election to which the proceedings relate. 

The court may depute any of its powers or duties tmder this Act to 
ihe registrar or other principal officer of the court. 

Nothing in this section shall apply to the charge <jft the letoming 
officer for publication of acooimts of election expenses. 
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Claims against a Retuin'mg Officer, 

V. Every person having any claim against a returning ofiBcer for 
work, labour, materials, services, or expenses in respect of any contract 
made with him by or on behalf of the returning officer for the purposes 
of an election, except for publication of accounts of election expenses, 
shall, within fourteen days after the day on which the return is made of 
the person or persons elected at the election, transmit to the returning 
officer the detailed particulars of such claim in writing, and the returning 
officer shall not be liable in respect of anything which is not duly stated 
in such particulars. 

Where application is made for taxation of the accounts of a returning 
officer, he may apply to the court as defined in this Act to examine any 
claim transmitted to him by any person in pursuance of this section* 
and the court after notice given to such person, and after hearing him, 
and any evidence tendered by him, may allow or disallow, or reduce the 
claim ot>jected to, with or without costs, and the determination of the 
court shall be final for all purposes, and as against all persons.

YI. In any case to which the fourteenth section of the Ballot Act, 
1872, is applicable, it shall be the duty of the returning officer, so far as 
is practicable, to make use of ballot boxes, fittings, and compartments 
provided for municipal or school board elections, and the court, upon 
taxation of his accounts, shall have regard to the provisions of this 
section.

An Act to amend the Law relating to the ^eguftratufn of V&ters tfi 
Parliamentary Boroughs and the Enrolment of Burgesses in Mnnicipeil 
'Boroughs, and relating to certain rights of voting and proceedings 
before and appeals from Revising Barristers, [22im^ July, 1878.3 

-Be it enacted by the Queen's most Exeetient Majesty., by and with the 
acHdee and consent of the Lorda Spiritual and Ten^poral, and Oommonsy 
in this present Parliameiit assembled, and bj the authoci^ of the aame, 
as follows : 

I. This Aet may be eked <fts the Parliamentary and Mnnicipftl 
Registration Act, 1878. 

The Acts referred to in this Aet by short titles may be cited for all 
purposes by those titles respectiveljy. 

II. This Act shall not extend to Scotland or Ireland. 

III. This Act shall come into operation on the first day of February, 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-nine, which date is in this Act 
referred to as the commencement of this Act, 

IV. In this Act— 

* By Aot 43rd and i4th Vict c. 0, the same provision Is made respecting hoases in 
ooaniies. 
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The term ** Keform Act, 1832," means the Act of the session of the 

second and third years of the reign of King William the 

Fourth, chapter forty-five, *' to amend the representation of 

** the people in EnglHnd and Wales : " 

The term ** Municipal Corporation Acts" means the Municipal 

Corporation Act, -1885, and the Acts amending the same : 
The term " Parliamentary Registration Act> 1848," means the Act 
of the session of the sixth and seventh years of the reign of 
Her present Majesty, chapter eighteen, '* to amend the law for 
" the registration of persons entitled to vote, and to define 
** certain rights of votings and to regulate certain proceedings 
" in the election of members to serve in Parliament for 
" England and Wales.** 
The term " Parliamentary Registration Acts " means the Parlia* 
mentary Registration Act, 1843, and any enactment amending 
the same or otherwise relating to the registration of parliamen- 
tary electors : 
The term " Parliamentary borough '* means any borough, city, 
county of a city, county of a town, place, or combination of 
places returning a member or members to serve in Parliament, 
and not being a county at large, or riding, part, or division of 
a county at large : 
The term ** municipal borough" means any place for the time 

being subject to the Municipal Corporation Acts : 
The term " parliamentary voter " means a person entitled to be 
registered as a voter and when registered to vote at the election 
of a member or members to serve in Parliament for a parlia- 
mentary borough : 
The term '* burgess" has the same meaning as in the Municipal 

Corporation Acts : 
The term ** parish " means a place for which a separate poor rate 
is or can be made, or for which a separate overseer is or can 
be appointed. 
Other terms used in this Act have the same meaning as in the 
Parliamentary Registration Acts. 
y. In and for the purposes of the Reform Act, 1832, and the 
Municipal Corporation Acts the terms '* house, warehouse, counting- 
'* house, shop, or other building," shall include any part of a house 
where that part is separately occupied for the purpose of any trade, 
business, or profession ; and any such part may for the purpose of 
describing the qualification be described as ** office " ** chambers,'* 
* * studio,'* or by any like term applicable to the case. 

In and for the purposes of the Representation of the People Act,. 
1867, the term '* dwelling-house " shall include any part of a house 
where that part is separately occupied as a dwelling, and the term 
*' lodgings " shall include any apartments or place of residence, whether 
furnished or unfurnished, in a dwelling place. 

For the purposes of any of the Acts referred to in this section, where 
an occupier is entitled to the sole and exclusive use of any part of a 
house, that part shall not be deemed to be occupied otherwise than 
separately by reason only that the occupier is entitled to the joint use of

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The interpntation eontatned in this section of ** dwelttng house " 
shall be in substhation for the interpretation thereof contained in 
section sixty-one of the Representation of the People Act, 1867, bat 
not so as to affect any of the odier proyisions of the said Act relating 
to radng. 

VI. (1.^ Lodgings occapied by a person in any year or two sae- 
•oessive years shall not be deemed to be different lodgings by reason 
only that in that year or in either of those years be has occapied some 
other rooms or place in addition to his original ludgiugs. 

(2.) For the purpose of qualifying a lodger to vote, the occupation 
in immediate succession of different lodgings of the requisite value in 
4he same house! shall have the same effeet as continued occupation of 
the same lodgings. 

(3.) Where lodgings are jointly occupied by more than one lodger, 
and the clear yearly valae of the lodgings if let unfurnished is of an 
amount which when divided by the number of the lodgers gives a sum 
of not less than ten pounds for each lodger, then each lodger, if other- 
wise qualified and subject to the conditions of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1867, shall be entitled to be registered, and when registered 
to vote as a lodger, provided that not more than two persons being 
such joint lodgers shall be entitled to be registered in respect of such 
joint lodgings. 

VII. In every parliamentary boroufi^ aad in every municipal 
borough every period of qualification for parliamentary voters and 
burgesses respectively which is now computed by reference to the last 
day of July, shall, instead of being uo computed, be computed by 
reference to the fifteenth day of July. 

The term " period of qualification " in this section ahall incluile «ny 
period of occupation, residence, possession, receipt of rents and profits, 
and non-receipt of parochial relief or other alms. 

VIII. In every pasUamentary borough and in every municipal 
borough the whole or part of the area whereof is co-exlensive with 
or included in the axes of a parliamentary borough, the forms in the 
schedule to this Act, or forms to the like effeet, varied as circumstances 
require, shall be used for the purposes for which the same are ap- 
plicable respectively, and shall for the purposes of the Parliamentarjr 
Registration Acts and thia Act be deemed to be substituted fox any 
corresponding forms^ the schedules to the Parliamentacy Registration 
A«ts. 

The said schedule and the notes thereto shall be construed and have 
effect as if enacted in the body of this Act. 

All precepts, instructions, pro<^edings, notices, and lists relating 
to the registration of parliamentary voters or enrolment of burgesses 
shall be expressed in such manner and form as may be necessary ts 
carry the provisions of this act into effect. 

IX. In every parliamentary borough and in every municipal 
borough the whole or part of the area whereof is co-extensive wi& 
or included in the area of a parliamentary borough, any notice or list 
which is by the Parliamentary Registration Acts or thia Act directed 

o be publi^ied by overseers shall be published by them notenly in 
he manner directed by those Acts, but also by being affixed and 
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kept in aoma jmbliii and oonspicuoos position in or near every post 
office and telegraph office occupied by or on behalf of Her Majesty'a 
Postmaster Oeireral, and in or near erery pablic or municipal or 
parochial office witlitn the parish to which the list relates. 

AIT the pvoTTsions of tbose Acts with respect to the publication 
of notices or lists shcH apply to the publication to be made under 
this section. 

X, Whexe the whole or part of the area of a municipal borough 
ia co^eKtensive with or included in the area of a parliamentary 
bosough, section eleven of the Parliamentary Registration Act, 1843, 
aniL section twenty-eight of the Representation of the People Act, 
1867, (which relate to the notices to be published and given with 
respect to rates and taxes in arrear,) shall, as amended by this Act,

shall be dteemed gniHy of a breach of duty in the execution of this Act. 

Section twenty-nine of the Representation of the People Act, 
1867, sfaa^ extend and be applicable to every parish situate wholly 
or partly within a municipal borough whose burgess lists are revised 
under tftri* Act. 

"XT. Every registrar of births and deaths whose sub-^strict 
includes the whole or part of any parliamentary borough or any 
municipal borough the whole or part of the area whereof is co- 
extensive with or inoluded in the area of a parliamentary borongh, 
shall transmit by post or otherwise to the overseers of every parish 
the whole or any part of which is included in the parliamentary 
borough or municipal borough and also in his sub-district, a retnm 
^certified uncler his liand to be a true return of the names, ages, and 
residences of all male persons of full age dying within that parish or 
part, and also when and as required by those overseers of the names, 
ages, and residences of all women of full age dying within that parish 
or part. 

The returns shall state the names of all such persons in ftdl (where 
the names are known) and the dates of their deaths, and the names 
and residences of the persons by whom information of the deaths was 
given to the registiw^. 
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The returns shall be made four times a year; that is to say. 

On or before the seventh day of April for the tbree months ending 
with the preceding thirty first day of March ; 

On or before the twenty-second day of July for the period beginning 
with the preceding first day of April and ending with the 
fifteenth day of July. 

On or before the fifteenth day of September, or at such other time 
before the completion of the revision of the lists of the 
parliamentary borough or municipal borough to the area of 
which the return relates as the barrister revising the same shall 
appoint in that behalf for the period beginning with the 
preceding sixteenth day of July, and ending with the time 
when such return is made, or as near 'hereto as practicable ; 

And on or before the seventh day of January for the period 
beginning with the preceding fifteenth day of September or 
from the time for which the last preceding return was made, 
and ending with the thirty-first day of December : 

The registrar making any such return shall be entitled to feel 
at the rate specified in the twenty-eighth section of the Births 
and Deaths Registration Act, 1874, in respect of the returns therein 
mentioned, and such fees shall be paid by the overseers as part of the 
expenses of carrying into effect the piovisions of this Act with respeet 
to the libts of parliamentary voters and burgess lists. 

The overseers shall omit from any list made by them the name 
of any person who appears from such returns to be dead, and shall 
allow any person who is registered as a parliamentary voter of the 
parliamentary borough or enrolled as a burgesH of the municipal 
borough to which the returns relate to inspect any such returns in their 
custody at all reasonable times free of charge. 

XII. The overseers of every parish situate wholly or partly either 
In a parliamentary borough or in a municipal borough the whole 
or part of the area whereof is co-extensive with or included in the 
area of a parliamentary borough, shall ascertain ft*om the relieying 
officer acting for that parish Uie names of all persons who are dis- 
qualified for being inserted in the lists of parliamentary voters or 
burgess lists for that parish by reason of having received parochial 
relief, and the relieving officer, upon application firom the overseers, 
shall produce to ihem at such place, within the parish, and at such 
time as is required by them, the books in his possession containing 
the names of those persons. 

XIII. In^ every parish situate wholly or partly either in a par- 
liamentary borough or in a municipal borough the whole or part of 
the area whereof is co-extensive with or included in the area of a 
parliamentary borough, the books containing the poor rates made 
for the parish within the previous two years shall at all reasonable 
times be open, free of charge, to the inspection of any person who 
is registered as a parliamentary voter for the parliamentary borough, 
or enrolled as a burgess of the municipal borough, and any such 
Toter or burgess may make any copy Uiereof or take any extract 
therefrom. 

XIY. Whereas by section nineteen of the Poor Bate Agaessment 
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and Collection Act, 1869, the overseers in making out the poor rftte 
are required in every ease, whether the rate is collected from the 
owner or occupier, or the owner is liable to the payment of the rate 
instead of the occupier, to enter in the occupier's column of the 
rate book the name of the occupier of every rateable hereditament, 
and it is thereby declared that every such occupier shall be deemed 
to be duly rated for any qualification or franchise as therein men- 
tioned; and whereas doubts have been entertained as to the applica- 
tiou of this enactment, and it is expedient to remove them : Be it 
therefore enacted that the recited enactment shall not be deemed to 
apply ezclasively to cases where an agreement has been made under 
section three of the same Act, or where an order has been made ander 
section four of the same Act, but shall be of general application. 

XV. Where the whole or part of the area of a municipal borough is 
eo-extensive with or included in the area of a parliamentary borough, the 
lists of parliamentary voters and the borgess list shall so far as practicable 
be made out and revised together. 

In every such case the overseers of every parish situate wholly or partly 
either in the parliamentary borough or in the municipal borough shall, on 
or before the last day of July in every year make out a list of all persons 
entitled under any right conferred by the Reform Act, 1832, or by section 
three of the Representation of the People Act, 1867, to be registered as 
voters for the parliamentary borottgh in respect of the occupation of 
property situate wholly or partly within that parish, or entitled to be 
enrolled as burgesses of the municipal borough in respect of the occupa- 
tion of any property so situate. 

With respect to every list so made out the following provisions shall 
have effect : 

(1.) The lists shall be in substitution for the lists of persons so entitled, 
which are required to be made out under the Parliamentary 
Registration Acts and the Municipal Corporation Acts : 

(2.) Where the parish is situate wholly or partly both in the parlia- 
mentary borough and in the municipid borough, the list for the 
parish shall be made out in three divisions :

The list», and H fho lists are made out in divisions, eaeh division 
thereof, shall, if and so far as the local authori^ firom time to 
time direct, according to cont enience for use, be framed in parts 
for polling districts or wards ; and where the polhngt dtttricts 
and wards are not eonterminous, in such manner tihat the parts 
may be conveniently compiled or put together to serve either as 
Usts for polling distciois <»^as wavd lists. 

XVI. In the case of any parliamentary borough in #hich any- persons 
' are entitled to be registered as freemen, or under itny right other than a 
right conferred by the Reform Act, 1832, or the third section of the 
Itepresentation of the People Act, 1867, the registration of such persons 
ffhall be carried out in the manner directed by the Parliamentary Begistra- 
tion Acts, as modified by this Act. 

XYlf. In the case of a parliamentary borough whicrh includes in 
whole or in part more municipal boroughs than one, each such municipal 
■lyoiough shall, for the purposes of this Act, be dealt with separately and 
as if each were the only municipal borough included in whole or inr part 
in such parliamentary borough, and if any parish is partly in one and 
partly iu another or others of such municipal boroughs, so much thereof 
M is in any one of sueh milnicipal boroughs shall, for the purposes of 
this Aet) be dealt with as a separate' parish. 

The town elerk of eacb snefa municipal boroagh shall^tfofar as regards 

tii» area of soeb munieipal borough, issue the pceeepis and peifetm the 

: other duties to be performed by the town elerk- under and shall be the 

town clerk for the puv^oees of the Parliamentoiy Registration Acts and 

tfaisAet. 

XYIll. The Munioi^ Coirporation Acts ehaU no^ aa' to anything 
prior to the eonapletion of the revision of the borgess lists*, apply to any 
burgess Hst made out under this Act, and instead tiiereof die Parlia- 
jnantad'y Begistration Aets^ as modified by thiii Act, shall, up to the com- 
pletion of the revisioil of the burgess lists, apply to every such burgess 
list, as if it were a list ai parliamentary voters made out under those 
▲ots,. and as if the municipal borough to whiohi sueh butgess lists relate 
were a paorlianMntary boio«gb» 

Pfovided.aa followa-^ 

(1.) Nothing in this Act ishall authorise a person entered on a burgess 
Hst, not being* also entered on a list of parliamentary voters, to 
make any objection in resfpect of a list of parliamentary voters, 
or authorise any person entered on a list of paxliamentary 
voters, not Sbeing also entered on a burgess list, to make any 
objection in respect of a burgess list ; 
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(2.) The last day for revising a burgess list made oat nader this Act 

shall be the twelfth day of October ; and 
(3.) The burgess lists when revised ehall be e»pied for flie burgess 

roll in manner directed by the 'Municipal Corporation Acts. 

XIX. Where the whole or part of the area of a municipal borough is 
«o-extensive with or included in the area of a parliamentary borough, 
the separate lists of the persons entitled to be elected councillors or 
ttldermen of the municipal borough, though not entitled to be on the 
burgess roll, shall be made out at the same time and in the same manner 
as the burgess lists, and all the provisions of this Act with respect to 
ihe burgess lists shall apply to those separate lists. 

XX. Aiter the oommencement of this Act asseaaors shall not be 
elBcted an Any mmiicipal borough which as xeg^fcdu the whole or part of 
its area is oo*&xten#i¥e with ox included in the area of a parliamentary 
borough, and any assessors elected in any such municipal borough before 
the commenoemfiAt ^f this A/it .shall cease to hold office upon the com- 
mencement of this MU 

'XXI. If «nd so far as the looal authority so direct, the lists df 
parliamentary votersand registers of parliamentary voters in parliamentary 
boroughs, and the burgess lists and burgess rolls in municipal boronghs^ 
and the lists of claimants and persons objected to in parliamentary 
boroughs and nrabicipal boroughs respectively, or any of those docu- 
ments, shall, so tea as they relate to persons qualified in respect of the 
ownership or occupation of property (including perseos qualified in 
respect of lodgings), be arranged in -the same order in which the qualify* 
ing premises appear in the rate book for the parish iu which those 
premises are situate, or as nearly thereto as will cause those lists, 
registers, and rolls to record the qualifying premises in suceesstv* 
order in the street or other place in which they are 'situate, subject in the 
oase of a municipal borough divided into wards to the division of the 
burgess roil into ward lists. The local authority in this Act means as 
regards a parliamentary borough, the authority having power to divide 
the parliameiitary borough into polling districts, and as regards a 
municipal borough the council of the municipal borongh. 

XX n. Where a person is entered in respect of lodgings on the 
register of voters for the time being in force, and desires to be entered on 
the tiext register in respect of the same lodgings, he may claim to be so 
entered by sending notice of his claim to the overseers of the parish in 
which his lodgings are situate on or before the twenty- fifth day of July. 

The overseers shall on or before the last day of July make out a list 
of all persons so claiming, and if they have reasonable cause to believe 
that any person whose name is entered on the list is not entitled to be 
registered or is dead, shall add in the margin of the list opposite his 
name the words " objected to" or " dead," as the case may be. 

The lists so made out shall be signed, published, and otherwise dealt 
with in the same manner as the alphabetical lists mentioned in section

be deemed to be duly objected to. 

XXIII. In the case of a person claiming to vote as a lodger, the 
declaration annexed to his notice of claim shall, for the purposes of 
revision, be primdfucie evidence of his qualification. 

XXIV. Any person who is entered on any list of voters for a parlia- 
mentary borough or any burgess list, subject to revision under tMs Act» 
for a municipal borough, and whose name or place of abode or the 
nature of whose qualification or the name or situation of whose qualify- 
ing property is not correctly stated in such list, or in respect of whom 
there is any other error or omission in the said list, may, whether he haa 
received a notice of objection or not, if he thinks fit, make and subscribe 
a declaration in the form in that behalf in the schedule to this Act, or as 
Dear thereto as the circumstances will admit, before any justice of the 
peace o^r any commissioner or other person authorised to administer oath» 
in the Supreme Court of Judicature. 

The declaration shall be duly dated and shall on or before the twelfth 
day of September be sent to the town clerk, who forthwith shall indorse 
on the declaration a memorandum signed or initialed by him, stating the 
date when he received it, and naming the declarant, and the list to which 
the declaration refers, and shall deliver all such declarations to the 
revising barrister at his first court. 

If the declaration is sent as aforesaid in due time (of whieh the said 
indorsement shall be prima Jade proof), the revising barrister shall 
receive the declaration as evidence of the facts declared to, and thai 
without proof of the signature of the declarant, or of the justice, com- 
missioner, or person before whom the declaration purports to have been 
subscribed, unless he has good reason to doubt the genuineness of any 
signature thereto. 

The declarations shall be open free of. charge to public inspeetion at 
the office of the said town clerk, at any time between the hours of ten of 
the clock in the forenoon and four of the clock in the afternoon of any 
day except Sunday, before the fifteenth day of September, and he shall 
deliver copies thereof on application and payment of the price of four- 
pence per folio of seventy- two words. 

XXV. If any person falsely or fraudulently signs any such declaration 
as last aforesaid, or any declaration either as claimant or witness in 
respect of a claim to vote as a lodger in the name of any other person, 
whether that person is living or dead, or in a fictitious name, or sends as 
genuine any false or falsified declaration knowing the same to be false 
or falsified, or knowingly and wilfully makes any false statement of fact 
in any declaration of the nature aforesaid, he shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and punishable by fine or by imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding one year, and the revising barrister shall have power to 
impound the declaration. 

XXVI. The notice required by the seventeenth and twentieth sections 
of the Parliamentary Registration Act, 1843, to be given to persons 
objected to in boroughs for the purposes of the revision of the lists of 
voters for a parliamentary borough and the burgess lists for a municipal 
borough whose burgess lists are revised under this Act, shall state 
specifically the ground or grounds of objection, and sections seven and 
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eight of the Goanty Voters Registration Act, 1865, shall extend to such

XX Vn. For the parposes of the reyision of the iists of voters for a

XSLJX, The pisovijaont i>f the fifty-firat section of the PiMrliamentary 
Bagiatration Act, 18411, relating to the power of the revising barrister to 
hue overseeis for neglect of duly, shall extend to every wilful refusal, 
neglect, or bopeaoh of du^ on the part of overseers in Uie execution of 
ihiiAcU 

XXX* Wheve the wholiB or part of :the area 4>t a maaioipal borough 
is oo-extensive with or included in the area of a parliamentary borough, 
the expenses properly i^cunred by the town clerJi (including in his 
•zpenses the matters mentioned in aection thixty-one of the Bepresenta- 
don of the Peofde Act, 1867), and the expenses properly incurred by 
Ihe overaeera 4a canying into effect the provisions of this Act with 
veapeet to the lists of parliamentary voters and burgess lists, and all 
moneys reoeived in respect of any of those lista* or in respect of any 
fine imposed by the ce vising barrister on the i^evtsion of the lists, shall 
be ffeapeetively. paid and .a{)piied mm follows :

appeal was given, to show cause why a rule should not be made directing 
the appeal to be entertained and the case to be stated, and thereupon the 
High Court, or any judge thereof in chambers, may make such rule to 
show cause, and make the same absolute, or discharge it with or without 
payment of costs as seems just, and the revising barrister on being served 
with any such rule absolute shall state the case accordingly, and the case 
shall be stated and the appeal entertained and heard, notwithstanding any 
limitations of time or place contained in the Parliamentary Registration 
Act, 1843. 

XXXV [IT. The cost of an appellant against a decision of a revising 
barrister may, if the appeal is successful, be ordered by the court hearing 
iS\e appeal to be paid by the clerk of the peace or town clerk named as 
respondent in the said appeal, whether he shall or shall not appear 
l)efore the said court in support of the decision. 

For encbling an appellant to obtain such an order he may at or before 
the time of making; his declaration of appeal under section forty two of 
the Parliamentary Registration Act, 1843, require the revising barrister 
iBO name the clerk of the peace for the county or the town clerk for the 
parliamentary borough or municipal borough, as the case may be, to 
•which the apisefti relates to be respondent in the appeal. 

The revising barrister if «o required shall, «Bd in any ease maf, naae 
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sach clerk of tlie peace or town clerk, as the case may be, to be re- 
spondent in an appeal, either done or in addition to any other person 
referred to in section forty-tbreet o£ ^e Perliamentary Registration Act, 
1843. 

The expenses prop*ly Inemtedby a'lderk of the peace or town clerk 
as- respondents, inokiding any cost which he may be ordered to pay to the 
appellant in any such appeal, shall be allowed to him -as part of the 
expenses incurred by hrm in respect of the revilion of the list to which 
the appeal relates. I'be term- ** expenses " in this section shall include 
all matters mentioned in section thirty-one of the Bepresentation of the 
People Act, 1867. 

The costs of an appeal against a decision of a reyising barrister shall 
be in the discretion of the court hearing the appeal, subject, except as 
aforesaid, to the proviso contained in section seventy of the Parliamentary 
Registration Act, 1848. 

XXXIX.' The authority basdng. power to. make roles for regulating 

the practice and procedure in Her Majesty's l)igh Court of Justice may 

from time to time make, and when made alter and annul, rules for 

regulating the practice and .pvoaediue in the courts of revising barristers

(41st and 42nd YictorisB, cap. 41.) 

An Act to enable Retwming Officers at Parliamentary Flections in 
Scotland to require Security for their Expenses ; and otherwise to 
amend the Law of Scotland relating to such Expenses. 

[Qth August, 1878.} 

Whereas it is expedient to amend the law relating to the expenses 
and charges of returning officers at parliamentary elections in Scotland, 
and otherwise to amend the law of Scotland relating to such expenses : 

Be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
in this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : 

I. This Act may be cited for all purposes as the Parliamentary 
Elections, Returning Officers Expenses (Scotland) Act, 1878, and the 
Ballot Act, 1872, as modified by this Act, and this Act shall be construed 
as. one Act. 

II. This Act shall extend to Scotland only, and only to parliamentary 
elections. 

III. The returning officer, if he think fit, may, as herein-after 
provided, require security to be given for the charges which mftj 
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become payable ander the . provisious of any Act of Parliament in 
respect of any election. 

The total amount of the security which may be required in respect 
of all the candidates at an election shall not in any case exceed the 
sums prescribed in the Schedule to this Act. 

Where security is required by the returning officer it shall be 
apportioned and given as follows ; viz , 

(I.) At the end of the two hours appointed for the election the 
retumiog officer shall forthwith declare the number of the 
candidates who then stand nominated and shall, if there 
be more candidates nominated than there are vacancies to be 
filled up, apportion equally among them the total amount 
of the required security : 
(2.) Within one hour after the end of the two hours aforesaid, 
security shall be given, by or in respect of each candidate 
then standing nommated, for the amount so apportioned to 
him: 
(8.) If in the case of any candidate security is not given or tendered 
as herein mentioned, he shall be deemed to be withdrawn within 
the provisions of the Ballot Act, 1872 : 
(4.) A tender of security in respect of a candidate may be made by 

any person : 
(6.) Security may be given by deposit of any legal tender or of 
notes of any bank being commonly ourrbnt in the county 
or burgh for which the election is held, or, with the consent 
of the returning officer, in any other manner : 
(6.) The balance (if any) of a deposit beyond the amount to 
which the returning officer is entitled in respect of any 
candidate shall be repaid to the person or persons by whom 
the deposit was made. 
TV. In any case to which the fourteenth section of the Ballot Act, 
1872, is applicable, it shall be the duty of the returning officer, so far 
as is practicable, to make use of ballot boxes, fittings, and compartments 
provided for municipal or school board elections, and the court, upon 
taxation of his accounts, shall have regard to the provisions of this 
section. 

y. Nothing in this Act shall apply to an election for any university 
or combination of universities. 

VI. On and after the passing of this Act it shall come into operation, 
and shall continue in force until the thirty-first day of December, One 
thousand eight hundred and eighty, and no longer, unless Parliament 
shall otherwise determine.

Whexeas by seetion eight of an Act passed in the twentj-fifth and 
twentj-sixth years of the reign of Her Mijesty, chapter sixty-two, 
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intituled '*Aii Act to amend the law relating to the duration of contested 
elections for counties in Ireland, and for establishing additional places 
for taking the poll thereat/' power was given to the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, bj and with the advice of the Privy Council in Ireland, on 
petition from the justices of any county in Ireland in quarter sessions 
assembled praying that any polling district in such county might be 
altei«d, and that any barony or half barony, or any portion thereof 
respectively, might be annexed to any other polling district, to declare 
that any such polling district should be so altered, and that any barony 
or half barony, or any portion thereof respectively, should be annexed to 
any other polling district:

IV. This Act and the Acts mentioned in the Schedule to this Act, 
so far as they are unrepealed, shall continue in force until the thirty- 
first day of December one thousand eig^ht hundred and eighty-one, and 
any enactments amending or affecting the enactments continued by 
this Act shall, in so far as they are temporary in their duration, be con- 
tinued in like manner.
